It had often occuned to me that a work, containing a bnef histo- 
riL.il, and political account of the Princes, Chiefs, and the local aris 
tociacy (»f India as well as of the many native gentlemen, who have 
r.uscd theni'^elves above'die sui face of Indian Soi icty, would bean 
aiieptable (ontribution to oui local hteiatme To readers of news- 
])a])eis jiaiticulaily such a book was felt to be likely to be very useful, 
as It would lie heljnng to c\})lain many allusions to names of native 
notabilities which are generally umnielhgihle. What scanty informa¬ 
tion that is available is jiractu ally inaccessible, either frpni tlie variety 
of ihe sourc es, in whic h it is com[)rised. i%r from the great cost of the 
few books, m which it is contained in a si'attered and fragiuentary form. 
As regards the gieat liistorual liouses, w'liRh owe fealty to the Pritish 
Crown, Aitc hi.ion’s edition of Treaties w'ith the aiithontics on winch the 
narrative ]>art of his work is based, affonls nmjilo information ; and 
laeiUcnant'Talbot’s edition of Aitchison’s work leviscd down to 1876, 
has been taken, as f.u as it could be utilised, as the groundwork for the 
first jiartof my own book. Colonel'J’od’s Annals and Antiijuities of 
Rajastlriii, Ci'lonel IMallesoii's Histonc.al Skctc h of the Native States of 
Indi.a, Sii John IVIalcolm’s Central India, Cnffm’s Kajas of the Punjab, 
^\hlk.s’ M.usur and Prooks’ Ihstoiy of Mewar have also been drawn 
upon. Put it lias been a far more difficult ta.sk to collet t the history of 
llie noble and leading families of India, No previous attempt has ever 
been made to do for tlie Indian Nobility and Centry what Burke has done 
for the u\)pei classes of the British Isles. It has camseijuently been neces¬ 
sary for me to aj*]>ly direct to the heads of families scattered throughout 
the countr) for the necessary information which has in many cases been 
wath difficulty prcjcured. ^'J’hc information so collected wail be published 
in the set ond ]»art. • 

IMy original idea was to hav'C thrown my work into the aliffiahetical 
and. tht^eforc, convenient form, adopted with such success by the 
authors of the books of the English Peerage and Gentiy. Put as the 
information was being gathered from such scattered and distant quarters, 

I fell that that plan would be impracticable except at the risk of%such 



delay in publication, as would have been distasteful to the inan> Piinces 
and Nobles who had contributed valuable materials towaids the compi- 
lation of the book. Slioulcl my present venture meet with favourable 
acceptance, I hope to bring out a second edition of the book, consider¬ 
ably enlarged and arianged U]>on the most a]iproved form. 

The appended list of the woiks that ha\e been con'^ultcd in the 
coui <-f this compilatuin will bear U">timony that no available souic;e 
of auilicntic information has been neglected and that my labours liave 
not been inconsiderable J publish llie first part in the earnest hope 
that, in estimating the value of the work, some rcasonalilc allowance 
will be made for the novelty of the attempt, and for the great dflicaiUies 
by winch it war^ surrounded.

Chapter III.—The Cis-Satlej States. 

1.— V A T T T A L A . 

Pattiai V is the largest of the Sikh States. It compri*.cs an area 
of 5,112 square miles and contains a poi>ulalion of 1,050,1)00 souls. 
Its revenue is estimated at llupees 11,00,000. Tlie army consists of 
2,750 cavalry, GOO infantry iiieludiug judiee, 2J18 artillerymen, and 100 
gnits. A eoutingent of 100 men is furnihlied annually to the British 
Govcvamcmt and a ri-Uef is payable on snccession of eollatcral belrs. 

The princes ui Pattuvla belong to the Sikh (Sidhu ^Tat) tribe. 
They trace their descent from Chaiidhiui Phnl, a peasant, who feunded 
a^ilhlgo in the teriitory of Nahlia. Chaudhuri had two 
sons, Tiluk and Ham. and it is from the latter that the 
lulUig chief of Pattiala is descended. 
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Yoiy little is known of tlic history of this State [ivovious to 
„ , , , the reiffii of Saliih Siiiiifli, who ascendcil the thionc in 

1781. The iiidopcinlLMice of the Cis-Satloj States was, at 
this time, ilircatciietl by Tlanjit Singh, king of Lahor. Sahib Singh 
with tlio ncigliboui'ing chiefs ajtpcaled to the Eii<;Iish for pi<)tcctioi). 
This was granted to him on condition of .supply mg troops in time 
of war (1801)), Sahib Singh died in 1813, and was [snccecdcd 
Knrnm by Kar.am Singh. During tlie Nc[)al war, Maharaja 
Smyh. Karam Singh a.ssisted the English with troops and on 

its termination, obtained from Government portions of tlie Koonthal 
and Uhagat States on payment of llnpces 2,80,000. Tn 1830, ho 
exchanged the hill territory of Simla for three villages in parginnali 
Barauli. lie die<l after a pvonperuns reign of thirty-two years (1815).

became independent, as the Moghal Dynasty sank into decay.” 


In 1805, the chief of Maler Kotla joined Lord Lake with his 
followers and accepted Biitish protection (1809). On the 
5’th March 1862, Kawab Sekandcr Ali Khan received a 
sannad assuring him, “ that any .succession in his St.ato 
which may be, in conformity with the Muhammadan law, will bo ac- 
[brahini Ali cepted.” He died Without issue Oil the IGth July 1871, and 
Khau. vvas succeeded by Ibrahim Ali Khau, the present Chief. 

His Higliness Nawab Muhammad Ibrahim Ali Khan Sahib Bahadur 
has established seven schools in his State, of which two arc held in the 
town Kotla, and five in the State villages. A charitable dispensary 
has also been established by him, and the medicines for its UbC are 
bought annually from the Allahabad Government Medical Dc 2 )ot. The 
Nawab has not only given away a large sum for the construction of a 
palcha road from his State to Ludiana, but also fur drains and 

roads bordering the streets ^ind markets of the town which are alw^^ys 
kept free from refuse and infection. He also takes great interest in tlie 
welfare of^his subjects and in the improvement of works of public 
utility. The Civil and Criminal Courts are held regularly, and the cases 
decided according to the English law. The Nawab personally hears 
the appeals against the decisions of his ahUcars (Magistrates) and others. 
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Among the ahlkars, Muhammad Aminudin Khan possesses a good know¬ 
ledge of law, and decides cases to t^^ie entire satisfaction of the subjects. 

• His Highness Nawab Muhammad Ibrahim Ali Khan Sahib Bahadur 
was pre§ent at the Imperial Assemblage, held at Delhi on the Ist 
J.ij.u.iry 1877, and was honored with an increase of salute 
salute*^ from 9 to 11 guns. The Nawab is now 22 years of age, 
and his son Muh<iuimad Ishak Ali Khan, is an infant of

Tuts State has two divisions, viz., Faridkot Proper and Kot- 
Kapura. It comprises an area of 600 square miles, and a population 
of 68,000 souls with an estimated revenue of Rs, 3,00,000. The army 
consists cff 200 cavalry, 600 infantry and police, with three field 


guns. 

The territory of Faridkot was fonuded by Bullen Singh who 
„ belonged to the Burar Jat tribe, andacquiied an unlimited 

amount of influence during the reign of, the liHiperor 
Akbar. His nephew erected the Fort of Kot-Kapura and became an 
iiulcpendeiii. sovereign. In tlie beginning of the 19th century, the 
district of Kot-Kapura was taken by Makam Chand, the Dewan at 
Labor. In 1816, it was confiscated by the British Government, and 
restored to Bullou Singh, as a reward for the valuable assistance rendered 
by him to the British troops at Mndki during the Satlej campaign 
(^184 j 5-46). The chief was also raised to the rank of Raja. Raja 
W ' S’ h Singh was succeeded by Wnzir Singh. This prince 

“ ' assisted the English during the mutiny of 1857, and as a 
En^sVdnr- services was exempted from furnishing ten 

ing the mu- sowars which he used to supply before. Raja Wuzir Singh 
also received “ some honorary additions to his title,” and 
wa» guaranteed the right of adoption. * 

In April 1874, the Raja died and was succeeded by his son Bikrara 
Singh. His Highness Raja Bikram Singh Bahadur was 
BikratnSiuEh. present at the Impei'ial Assemblage, held at Delhi on the 
Salute. January 1877. His Highness is entitled to a salute of 

11 guns, and is at present about 37 years of age. 
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VII.-MAMD A T. 

IklAMDAT was not brotiglit under British ja-otcction in 1809. Its 
Jamal-ud-dm chief, Jamal-ud-diu Khan rendered good service to the 
Khan. British Goverumeiit towards the close of the Satiej Cam¬ 

paign, and ‘*on which account he was raised to tlie rank of Nawah. 
In 1856, Kawab Jannal-ud-din Khan managed the affairs of the 
State so unfavourably, that the British Oovernment was compelled 
to forfeit his sovereign powers,—to reduce the position of the State 
to that of a mere jaghir, and to remove the Nawab to Labor. The 
surplus revenues of the territory were all however aHowed to him 
after deduction of all expenses required for its management by the 
Biitish ofheers.

The Nawab died in 186.^, and the British Government,recognised 

the succession of his brother Jclal-ud-dm Khan. Nawab 

,Tclal-ud-dia Jelal-ud-din Khan died in 1875, and was succeeded by his 
Klmn. .

VIII.-^MINOR STATES. 

There are eighty Minor Cis-Satlej States and their chiefs possess no 
.sovereign powers other than that of ordinary jaghirdars with the 
exception of two of them, vu., the Nawab of Kunjpura and the Mir 
of Kotabar. These chiefs assisted the British Government during 
the Sepoy Mutiny of 1857. 


Chapter IV.—The Delhi Territory. • 

I.—DU JAN A. 

The area of Dujana is 100 square miles. It has a population of 
27,000 souls, and a revenue of Rupees 60,000. The military force 
consists of 130 men including police.

Tlie Nawab has 
received the right of ado})tion, and is now 39 years of age. His High¬ 
ness is required to furnish a contingent of 200 horse if called upon 
by Government. 

, II.-LOHARU. 

The area of Loharu is 285 sijuare miles, and contains a population 
of 22,000 souls. The estimated revenue is Rs. 6G,000. The army 
consists of 11 field guns, 55 cavalry, and 180 infantry including police 
and artiHei ymen. , 

Ahmed Baksh Khan, an Afghan, the founder of this family, was a 
Ahmed Bakfa}’ ^ *1*6 Raja of Alwar from whom he received Loharu 

Kliiiu, in perpetuity. The Parganna of Ferozpur was also coii- 

lersed on him by Lord Lake “ on condition of fidelity and military 
service.” 


Ahmed Baksh Khau died in 1827, and was succeeded by his son 
SUama-ud-din Shams-ud-din Khan. This chief was executed in 1835, for 
Khan. the murder of Mr. Fraser, the Governor General’s Agent 

at Delhi, and the district of Ferozpur was also confiscated by Govern¬ 
ment. The Parganna of Loharu was, however, only made over to his 
Amiu-ad-dm brothers Amiri-ud-din Khan and Zein-ud-din Khan. The 
^ein-ud"diu afterwards deprived of all share in the manage,. 

KhoB. meiit of the State on account of his constant disputes with 
his brother Amin-ud-din Khan, hut a sum of Rupees 18,000 per annum 
was allowed to him. During the mutiny of 1857, the cond»ct of these 
two brothers was highly suspicious and they were placed under surveil¬ 
lance after the capture of Delhi, but were soon released and reinstated 
to their rctpectivo positions. 
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Amin-ud-din Khan died in 18G9, and was succeeded by his son Ala- 
Ala-ud-(lin ud-din Ahmed Khan, the present chief. His Highness 
Ahmed Khan. Nawab Ala ud-diu Ahmed Khan Sahib Bahadur received the 
hereditary title of Nawab from the British Government. His ^ighness 
the Nawab '^as present at the Imperial Assemblage, held at Delhi on. 
the Ist January 1877, and His Excellency Lord Lytton hailed him as 
brother poet” for his having composed some verses suitable for that 
grand occasion. The Nawab has received the right of adoption, and 
is now 46 years of age. His Highness is required to furnish a contin¬ 
gent of 200 horse if wanted by Government. ■ , 

III.-PAT AUDI. 


Tins State consists of 41 villages adjoining the district of Gur- 
gaon. It has an area of 60 square miles and contains a ^population 
of about 21,000 souls. Ileveuue Bs. 81,000, The military force 
consists of six guns, 11 artillerymen, 40 cavalry, and 100 infantry. 

Paiztalb Khan received the Purganna of Pataudi from Lord 
Faiztalb Lake in perpetual Jagliir as a reward for hia services 
Khan. in an action against Holkar. 

Ilis Highness Nawab Muhammad Mukhtar Husain Ali Khan Sahib 

Bahadur, the present chief, is the third in descent to Faizs- 

talb Khan. His Highness the Nawab was present at the

Nfpal l\io largest of all the independent States in India, is 
bounded on the north by the Himalaya mountain *, on the west by 
Kumaon; on the east by Sikkim ; and on the south by the Terai. lb 
has an area of 54>,000 square miles, and contains a population of 
2,00^,000 souls. The revenue is about Rupeiss 1,00,00,000. The army 
consists of 117 cavalry, 13,032 foot soldiers, 420 guns, and 2,282 
^artillerymen, ^ 

The territory of Nopal was formerly in the possession of several

In recognition of 
these services, Maharaja Jang Bahadur was created a Knight Grand 
Cross of the Bath and the British Government made over to His 
Majesty the IMaharaja of Nepal, the tract of territory on the Oudh 
Frontier which had been ceded to the British Government in 1810.

On the 1st February 1835, the 
Raja of Sikkim presented the Hill Territory of Darjiling to the British 
Government at the req[ue8t of the Governor General and received as 
compensation from Government an annual allowance of Rs. 3,000 in 
1841, and a further sum of Rs. 3,000 in 18IG, making a total of 
Es. 6,000 per annum.

seized and taken prisoners with a view to force the latter officer

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dura&ce; agree to the dictation of the Dewan re- 
gardii]|F'''th8 giving up of escaped slaves: and to detain him ^until 
^hese enforced conditions should be sanctioned by Government.” The 
ttfii|tter was soon brought to the notice of the Governor ^General 
.Informed the Baja that none of his wishes will Ite confirmed by 
Government, and that his “ head should (yiswer for it if a hair of the 
||l^ad of Dr. Campbell or Dr. Hooker were hurt.” The Knja being 
inm^ frightened at this intelligence, released the two prisoners on the 
^th December 1849, without doing any injury to them, but the Biiti-'h 
Government not being satisfied with liia»chara< 5 tGr sent an 
smiasal. avenging force to Sikkim in February 1850, and the' result 
-Ol which was the dismissal of the Dewan from his office ; the stoppage 
6f the annual allowance of Rs. 6,000 to the 'Raja and the annexation 
of the Sikkim Torai as well as the portion of the Sikkim Hills between 
the Rammam River, the great Ranjit and the Tista, and the Nepal 
Frontier. After the termination of this expedition there was every 
sign of peace and tranquility with the Raja for upwards of nine years, 
but the dismissed Dewan instigated his wife an illegitimate daughter of 
ihe Raja to adopt means for continuing the practice of kidnapping the 
British subjects from the Hill Territory of Darjiling and its neighbour¬ 
ing places. During the months of April and May 1860, two cases of 
kidnapping were again reported to Government, and as all endeavours 
to restore the British subjects were made in vain, the Governor General 
in Council determined to disposse-ss the Raja of the territory situated 
on the north of the Rammam River, and on the west of the great Rau- 
jit, and to retain it till the restitution of the British subjects and the 
suriender of the criminals, &c. 

On the 1st November 1860, the superintendent of Darjiling firat 
crossed the Rammam River, but he was forced to retreat from Rinching- 
puug. Lieutenant Colonel Gawler was, therefore, sent with a strong 
body of troops accompanied by the Honorable Ashley Eden as EfiToy 
and Special Comndssiqner, and they advai^ced up to the Tista, but 
^His Highness Maharaja Sekeong Euzu acceeded to all 
the terms proposed by Lord Canning, the Governor Gene¬ 
ral, and a new treaty was accordingly concluded on the 


Sekeong 
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28th March 1861, In 1862, the British Government restored to the 
Maharaja the allowance of Rs. 6,000 ceased in 1850, and which was 
enhanced in 1868 to Es. 9,000, and in 1873 to Es. 12,000 on the

Nfimguay l^ozu died, and was succeeded by his half-brother' 
, Tbotab Namguay. 

His Higliness Maharaja Thotab Namguay B.ihadur, being unable 
to bold a I^arbar* in bis OAvn capital cn account of the assump- 
*l.ion of the title “ Empress of India” by Her Most Gracious Majesty 
tlie Queen, sent all his chief officers to attend the reading of the Pro¬ 
clamation at Darjiling oiiHhe Ist Jai unry 1877. His Highness the 
Salute * Maharaja has judicial powers of life and death, and is enti¬ 
tled to a salute of 15 guns. He is now 19 j'ears of ago. 

III.—BHUTAN. 

The independent State of Bhutan is bounded on the north by the 
main chain of the Himalayas, on the cast by tracts of country occu¬ 
pied by some savage mountainous tribes, on the west by Sikkim and 
Diiijiling, and on the south by Assam, Goalparn, and Kuch Behar. 
Tiie area is about 3,000 square mile?, and the population does not 
exceed 60,000 souls. 

The country is nominally governed by a “ temporal and spiri¬ 
tual head, called the Dharm Eaja, supposed by the Bhu* 

^ divinity in human .shape, but the affairs of 
the State, are really conducted by a functionary styled the 
Dob Eajn, who is elected by the jjenlowa (chiefs) every three years 
from among thomselvefe.'* 

The British Government had its first campaign with Bhutan in the 
•ydSf 1772 to assist the Eaja of Kuch ifehar. The British troops 
drove the Bhutiaha out of |Cuch Behar, and pursued them so furiously 
*into the Dills that they were compelled to ask for protection from 
Thibet, and tlie Thibetian Government addressed the Government of 
India in their favor, and in consequence a treaty of peace was con- 
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eluded on the 25th April 1774. Since that time, there hare been no 
other campaigns with the Bhutiahs until the occupation of Assam, 
which connected the British and Bhutan frontiers. The British 
Government took possession of the Doai-a or Passes v.hich lie at the 
foot of the Bhutia Hills, but certain engagements were also made 
with the Deb Baja of Bhutan to put a stop to all future aggressions 
on British Territory.

Section II.— R A J P U T AN A. 

Chapter I.—Mewar or Udaipur. 

This State is situated to the south-east li Jodhpur. It covers an 
area of 11,614 square miles, and contains a population of 1,161,400 
souls. The Revenue is Rs. 64,00,000, of which a sum of Es. 2,00,000 
is paid annually to the Pritish Government as tribute, and Rs. 50,000 
for the support of the Bhil corps. Tiie military force consists of 263 
guns, 1,338 artilltTymen, 6,2i.0 cavalry, and 13,900 infantry. 

Mewar is the mo^t ancient of the Rajput States. Its priiicfs 
stand foremost in rank and digni y among the Hindu Chiefs of Raj-' 
putana, and it is their glory that while most of the ancient Rajput 
States have dwindled into nothing or only exist in name, they still 
i'ulc over nearly the same extent of territory which their ancestors 
possessed eight hundred yoars ago, when the Mahmud of Ghiznl jSrst 
crossed the waters of the Indas. It-is also their boast that they never 
sullied Ihe'j* honor by matrimonial alliances with the Muhammadans, 
and renounced all affinity with those families who had dingi-aced them¬ 
selves by such conditions. The princes of Mewar arc called Ranas, 
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The origin of this ancient State is involved in obscurity. Accord¬ 
ing to the most popular tradition, the family is descended 
Stafe\om^^ Rama, the celebrated hero of Ramayan, one of whose 
Rama. descendants, Kanak Sen, is said to have founded a princi¬ 
pality af Balhibipur in the peninsula of Giijrat, about the rmiddle of the 
second century of the Christian, era. In 524 A. D. the Ballabi princes 
were driven out of their capital by an army of inviiders from beyond 
the Indas, They then emigrated from Gujrat and established them¬ 
selves at Idar. Nine princes ruled over Idar, the last of whom was 
treacherously murt^ered by the Bhils, leaving a son, ahoy of three years, 
who was destined afterwards to play a.conspicuous part in the annals 
of his country. 

This prince known ill history as the renowned Bappa, defeated 
• the Bhils, recovered his paternal dominion from their 
hands, and founded the city of Chitnr (A. D, 728) whero 
he fixed his seat of Government. From him are hneaPy 
descended the present family of Udaipur princes. 

The (‘ally history of Mewar is one of continued strugeles with 
foreign invaders for its self-defence. “ From the time of its foundation 
it had to maintain its existence by force of arms.” Among these 
invaders, the most powerful were the Muhammadans. 

haramad'ans. invasions were predatoi:y incursions, and could 

make little or no impression on the State; but when they 
became firmly established in India, they carried on the contest syste¬ 
matically ; it then became a contest for dominion. At first the 
Ranas held out bravely, but centuries of repeated attacks rendered 
them weak, and they gradually succumbed under the superior force of 
their adversaries, as will be seen further on. Now to return. 

Twenty-three kings succeeded Bappa on the throne of Chitor id 
space of five centuries. After them came Samarsi, a 
prince brave in war, wise in council, and revered and 
^ beloved by all his subjects. He joined his brother-m-law, 4 piithi Raj, 
in repelling an attack of the Tartars, who had advanced upon Delhi, 
and was killed in the battle which ensued (1209). 
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Bana Lakliansi the eleventh prince after Samarsi, asccndejl the 
Lakhansi. ^lirone in 1275. During his reign Chitor was attacked 


C Inter cap¬ 
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by Alla-ud-din, Emperor of Delhi. The Rana and his 
sons died in its defence and Chitor fell in the hands of 
the Muhammadans (1303). It was, however, recovered 
by Hamir I., nepliew of the late king (1813) who also

by Hamir. J. defeated and took prisoner the successor of Alla-ud-din, 
whom ho released on payment of a heavy ransom. In the 
course of a long reign Hamir re-established his dominion over the 
whole of Mewar, and revived the ancient glories Rajputana. The 
country is said to hav{ prospered greatly under his mild and paternal 
rule. He ilied in the liuwer of his age in 13G5, and was succeeded by 
hl^’ ‘.on Khaitsi Rana, “ a worth/ successor of the great 
father,” who extended hia dominion’s by conquest • and even 
routed iiQ army of the Emperor Humayun at Bakral. 
Unfortunately he was killed in a quarrel witli his vassal of Bunaoda 
in 1373. 

His son Lakha Rana succeeded to the throne, and like his father 
Lakba Rana grand-father, Lakha was an able warrior. He defeated 
Muhammad Shall Lodi king of Delhi in a pitched battle, 
but was slain while pursuing the routed Muhammadans. 
His son Makalji Rana was murdered after a short reign 
(1419) and*was succeeded by Kumbho Rana, one of the 
ablest princes who has ever sat^upon the throne of Chitor. 
In 1440, Kumbho repelled an attack of the combined forces of the 
kings of Malwar and Gujrat, and subsequently defeated an army of tlie 
king of Delhi. After a prosperous reign of fifty years, he was unfor¬ 
tunately slain by his own son (1469). 

The reigns of the next two princes Uda and Baomal, occupied 40 
XJda and y^a-rs* In 1509, Sanga Rana sueoeeded to the throne. This 
Eaomal. prince combined in himself all the brave and noble quaittijs 
Sanga Rana. of his race, and under him Mcwiur attained the summit of 
His exploits prosperity. He stormed the fort of Rhintambor, 

defeated Mozofibr Shah of Gujrat who had marched against 
Chitor, and even obtained a victory over Empoi’or Baber at Kanua, 
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near Sikri (lo27). But liis good fortune did not continue long \ he 
was defeated by Baber in the following year in a severe contest wliieh 
decided the fate of Cliitor. Sanga Bana died full of grief and vexation 
(1529 D.). * 

Sanga R.ina jwas the greatest prince of his race. •'In bravery, 
courage, and wisdom ho surpassed all his predecessors, and with 
him the sun of Chitor’s glory set never to rise again. His 
sons wore all weak iirinces, ajid under them the power of Chitor 
rapidly declined. In 1568, the city was attacked by Akbar, the 
greatest of the Maghal Emperors of Delhi. Ddai Singh, the reigning 

' , monarch, lied to the forests of Raipiidi outlie approach of 
Udai fiingh. ^ . 

the enemy, leaving the defence of the city to JaiMal, chief 
of Bediior, a- person of grf.at courage and ability, who, with a handful 
of uion, defended the fortress against the immense host of the Moghals, 
but unfortunately he was slain by a bolt from the bow of Akbax'. De- 
Fall o£ Clu- of leader,Chitor foil an easy prey to the invaders, 

tor. who plundered the city, burnt down tlie houses, and rased 

the walls and forbifications to the ground. Tlie fall of Chitor was 
“ the severest blow which had fallen for ages upon the royal Iiouse

of Jifewar.” 

Notwithstanding the fall of the capital, the royal family re¬ 
tained the germ of independence in their wild fastnesses,” and were 
only seeking an opportunity for reliiieving their disgrace, 
liana Pratap Sypgh, son of Udai Singh, possessed many of 
the noble qualities of his grandfAtUer Sanga. Unlike his father he 
WAS “ an active and high spirited prLuco, and liis perseverance was re- 
Becovers warded with success.” Before the death of Akbar he re- 

fouuds covered all Mewar with the exception of Chitor and a few 

TJdaipar. other places, and founded a new capital, which he named 
Udaipur after his uiifdrtunate father. Pratap Buna died in 1597, 
leaving the throne to his eldest son Amra. During this 
prince’s reign Udaipur was subjected to frequent invasions 
' of the Moghals, and Amra harrassed and weakened by thelv attacks at 
last sued for peace with the Emperor Jehanghir. He met with an 
honorable and generous reception from the Emperor Jehanghir and 
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all the country conquered since tlie time of Akbar was restored to him, 
and his son Kairan raised to high military rank in the Moghal army. 

Rana Karran Singh succeeded his fatlier in 1616. He enjoyed a 
prosperous reign of twelve years. Karran Singh and his sou Jagafc 
Raima Kar- I- continued at peace with the Moghal Emperors, 

ran Singh, but his grand son Raj Singh who succeeded to the throng in 
Sinnh I., and 1654i was roused to rebellion by the arbitrary prooeedinga 
Rttj Singh. q£ ^urangzib. That monarch had imposed a poll-tax 
(Jezzia) on all unbelievers in the Muhammadan religion, ancl the whole 
population of Rajputana, resenting this odious impost, i^ose in arms 
(1676). Aurangzib marched in person against Udaipur with a' large 
army, and the war continued with varied success till it was brought to a 
termination by Rana Jai Singh, sbn and successor of Raj 
Singh, who finding himself unable to cope with io power¬ 
ful an adversary, made his submission. A treaty was concluded by 
which the Emperor renounced hi.s right of imposing the Jozzia. 

Jai Singh died in A. D. 1700. His son Rana Anira II., formed an 
alliance with the Rajas of Jaipur and Jodhpur, Ibr uiutiml 
protection against the MuhammadaiiiJ. These princes were 
also restored the privilege of marrying in the Udaipur 
family on condition, that the sons of the Udaipur princesses 
should be heir.s to the throne in preference to children by other wives. 
This stipulation was productive of family quarrels among the Rajput 
princes, which finally led to the conquest of the country by the Mah- 
vattas. 

Amrah II. was succeeded by his sonSangrara Singh (1716). During 
a vigorous reign of 18 years this prince made the name of 
Mewar respected, and regained the greater part of the 
territories lost by his predecessors in wars with the 
He died in 1734 With him the last sparks of Udaipur’s 
greatness died out. His successor Jagat Singh II., 
too fond of pleasure to govern.” He had a quarrel with 
the Raja of Jaipur, to punish whom he called in the aid of 
the Mahrattas, and as a reward for the'ir services he made 
over to them the district of Rampura. Not content with 
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this acquisition, they began to ■work upon the fears of the imbecile 
Bana, and finally brought him to pay Ks. 1,60,000 annually aa Chouth. 
Thus the Mahrattiis obtained a firm footing in U'daipur. 

Jilgat Singh 11. was succeeded in 1752 by Hana Prntap Singh 11. 
'f'his prince was followed in 1755 by Ilnj Smgh 11, who 
after il troublesome reign of seven years, during which 
Raj Singh II. XJdaipur suftereJ greatly from repeated invasions of 
Arfli Singh, the Mahrattas, left the throne to Bana Arsi Singh. The 
overbearing temper of this haughty ruler as well as his insolent beha¬ 
viour alienated tfte sympathies of his nobles, and they rose in open 
revolt. Siiidhia, Holkar, and even the Raja of Jodhpnr, taking advan¬ 
tage of this opportunity invaded Udaipur, and seized upon six important 
districts, besides carrying off an immense booty. Arsi was assassinated 
* in 1772. His son, Bana Hamir II., was not more fortunate 
Hamirll. ti^^n his father. In bix years of his reign, he lost as many 
districts, of which Kattangarh, Kheri, and Singauli were seized by 
Sindbia; and Jath, Biclior, and Naddomeh by Holkar. 

Hamii II, was succeeded by hU brother Rana Bhim Singh (1778). 
During his reign Udaipur was exposed to frequent inroads 
Bhim Siugh. Mahrattas, and the Bana unable to oppose force by 

force was obliged to buy off their attacks by heavy contributions. 
This state of things was rendered ■worse when und^r the non¬ 
interference policy of Lord Cornwallis the British withdiew their 

Miserable from Rnjputana (1806). Udaipur was now laid 

state of the waste by the armies of Sindhia, Holkar, Amir Khan, and 
couutxy, PiUdaris. Cities were destroyed, fit Ids devastated, and 

whole districts put to fi.re by these fierce invaders j the royal exchequer 
was drained and the people impoverished to meet their heavy exac¬ 
tions. The Eana was reduced to extreme distress; his authority was 
set at naught, and he himself exposed to (he insults of his nobles and 
teudatories. In fact, the degeneration of Udaipur was complete. 

In this miseiable state the country ■was found when Jn 1817, “ a 

, ^ , remedy was at once applied.” The British Government 
Intetfere'oce 

ol the Ea- agreed to protect the Rana, and to use their best exertions 
glish. leatoration of the territories he had lost. The 
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I?ana on his part engaged to acknowledge British Supremacy, to 
abstain from political correspondence, submit disputes to the arbitra¬ 
tion of the English, and to pay one fourth of the revenues of his State 
as tribute for five 3 'ears and thereafter three-eighths in perp^tuit 3 \* 
At the same time it was agreed to appoint a British Agent who should 
reside at the court and see the fulfilment of these conditions. The 
first officer nominated was Colonel Tod. As the country 
was utterly disorganised, he took the management of 
affairs in his own hands, and in the course of three years, 
he effected a decided improvement in the State. The M^hrattas and 
other hordes of plunderers were expelled, the state of the country 
greatly improved and the revenue nearly doubled. But, when in 182fi, 
he transferred the administration of Governulcnt to the native author¬ 
ities, the country relapsed into its former helpless state. The Rana 
was involved in debt, “ the revenues were anticipated,” the British 
tribute fell in arrears, and extravagance and oppression became as great 
as they had been before. 

Bhim Singh died in 1828, and was succeeded by Jowan Singh, a 
feeble character, given to debauchery and vice. During 
Jowan Singh, reign the State was overwhelmed with debt and the 
tribute fell heavily into arrears. He died in 1838, bequeathing to his 
Sirdar Sin^b successor Edna Sirdar Singh an inheritance of debt, amount- 
Ri)(i Sarup ing to Es, 19,67,500. Sirdar Singh was succeeded by iiis 
Sujgh. brother Sarup Singh (1842), who was engaged in conti¬ 
nual contests with his feudatory chiefs on whose rights and privileges 
he attempted to encroach. The consequence was that ilie financial 
embarrassments of the State increased, and tlie British Government on 
repeated applications from the Rana, reduced the amount of tribute to 
two Lakbs of Rupees annually (1846), 

Sarup Singh died in^ J861, and was succeeded by his nephew 
Fambhu Sambliu Singh, a boy about 17 years old. DuringTlflS 
minority the administration of the State was first con- 
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ducted by a Regency Council aided by the Political Agent ; but owing 
to tlie misconduct of the members of the Regency Council, tho manago- 
inent of the State was transferred to the Political Agent, assisted by 
two mei^bei's. 

On attuiiihig majority Mahai'ana Sambhu Singh'assumed the 
direct management of the State (1865). Ho was an able 
ruler. He settled the long-staucling disputes wnih tho 
tion. feudatory chiefs, made friendly alliances with them, and 

by his mild and benevolent administration acquired the love and res¬ 
pect of his sfibjects generally. The country prosjiered greatly under 
him, and gave promise of further improvement. The British Govern¬ 
ment invested him with the insignia of the Most Exalted Order of the 
Star of India, and conferred on him the right of adoption. He died in 
1874, at tlie early age of 27, to the universal regret of Ins people. 

His nephew Sajjan Singh has been installed as Maharana. 
8ajjaii Singh, jg a minor, the administration of the country 

i,<} entrusted to a Council of Regency, composed of the two able minis¬ 
ters Mehta Gokul Chand and Urjuu Singh Sahiwalla, and four members, 
nobPs and sirdars, the Political Agent acting as president. The first 
care of these officers was to provide for the education of the young 
Maharana. Dewan Jani Behari Lal, than whom a better man could 
not be found, was appointed preceptor to His Highness. He is con¬ 
stant in his endeavours for the moral and intellectual culture of the 
prince, and under his tuition tho prince is making satisfactory progress 
in English, Urdu, and Hindustani. 

The excellent arrangements which the members of the Regency 
have made for the administration of the State, deserve commendation. 
Crimes of all kinds, especially dacoity, have greatly decreased. The 
police is in good working order, and is at present managed by Munslii 
^hamin Ali Kban. The administration civil justice by Moulvi 
Abdul Rahman is efficient and gives general satisfaction. The school at 
Udaipur also thrives under the careful supervision of the Head Master, 
Mr. G. Baird and Moulvi Abdul Rahman Khan, tlie Persian teacher. 

His Highness Maharana Sajjan Singh Bahadur was present ot 
Bombay to meet His Royal Highness the Prince of Wales on the bth 
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November 1875, and was received by the Prince on the following day

Chapter II.—Ambar or Jaipur. 

This beautiful State is bounded on the north by Bikanir, Hissar, 
and Pattiala; on the east by Alwar and Bharatpiir; on the south by 
Karauli, Gwaliar, Bundi, Tonk, Mewar, and Ajiiur; and on the west 
by Kisliengarh, Marwar, and Bikanir. It covers an area of 15,250 
square miles, and contains a population of about 1,995,000 souls. The 
gross revenue is Its. 47,50,000, and the tribute is Rs, 4,00,000. The 
army consists of 768 artillerymen, 10,500 infantry, 3,530 cavalry, 
4,096 nagas, and 78 guns. 

The princes of Jaipur belong to the Kutchwa family, so called 
from the ancestor Kush, second son of Ram, ancient king of Ayodhya. 
Raja Nal, a descendant of Kush, is said to have settled himself at Nar- 
war in the Central Provinces, towards the latter end of the tliird 
century of the Christian era. Dhola Rai, the thirty- 
Se^fou^Sr descent from Nal, emigrated to Rajputaua about 

the middle of the tenth century. The whole counti^aio •* 
tho east of Ajmir was at that time occupied by petty Rajput and 
Mina chieis ; several of these he defeated in battle, took possession of 
their territories, and laid the foundation of the Sovereign State now 
known as Ambar or Jaipur. 
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Dbola Rai was succeeded by his son Kankal, who among; 
Kankal. other places, conquered from the Susawat .Minas the city 
of Ambar (A. D. 1037); where he transfeiTed the seat of Govern¬ 
ment. W^ith a view to conciliate this powerful tribe and prevent 
them from rising into rebellion, Kankal a'^signed to ttiem twelve 
villages in the neighbourhood of Ambar, mitrustcdto them the Chauki- 
dari of the .city and employed them in guarding the royal treasury. 
Hannuji, nud His successors Hannuji and Janurdeoji, were engaged 
Jauurueoji. Continual contests with the Minns, and eventually suc- 

h direction of •et'ded^n bringing into subjection that wild and aboriginal 
‘tue Minas. peojile. Pajun was the next king. He was allied to 
Pajun. Pil l hi Raj of Delhi, whose sister he had married, and w'as 

sent by that prince to arrest the progress of Muhammad of Ghor. 
Pajun uifli6ted a terrible defeat on the Muhammadan at the Khyber 
Pass, and pursued him as far as Ghizni. He also assisted Pirthi Raj 
in the conquest of Mahaba, and in carrying off the daughter of the 
king of Ajmir. In the latter attempt however he lost his life. 

The thirteenth king in succession from Pajun was Pirthi Raj. He 
PirLhi Baj seventeen sons, and to twelve of these, who had attain¬ 

ed manhood, he assigned twelve estates out of his territories 
and granted the right of succession to them and their descendants. 
Baliar Mai. succeeded by Uahar Mai, the first prince of 

the dynasty who submitted to the Muhammadans. It is 

fncTw ith*' daughter in marriage to Prince 

the Moghals. Akbar, son of the Emperor Humayun, and received from 

that monarch a high military rank among the chiefs of the Empire. 

Intermarriage with the Muhammadans was always looked upon 
with abhorrence by the princes of Rajputana. They would rather lose 
wealth, kingdom, even their lives than give a daughter in marriage to. 
a n Is lamite. Hence this connection of the Jaipur family with the 
Mopals, exposed the former to the insult and ridicule of the Rajput 
Chiefs, and the Rauas of Udaipur, “ the suns of Hindu glory,’* broke 
off all intercourse with them. The princes of Jaipur, however continu¬ 
ed faithful allies to the Moghals, and w'ere for more than a century the 
firmest supporteiB of the Moghul throne. ‘ ‘ 
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Bahar Mai was succeeded by Bhagawanfc Das. This prince 
fuljowefl the example of his father and tnarried his 
daughter to prince Selim, afterwards the celebrated 
Jehangir. He was also the most distinguished» courtier 
in the pala?e of Akbar, and wa.s invested by the Emperor with 
the government of the Paiijab. Man Singh, the nephew 
Man Singh, successor of Bhagawant Das, was the greatest 

warrior of the age. He held the highest rank among the military 
chiefs of the Empire, and as commander of the imperial army 
did good service in the Panjab and Kabul, he redftced Qrissa to sub¬ 
mission, and made Assam tributary to the Moghals; and as governor 
of B( ngal, settled the affairs of that distracted |»roviiicc. 

Man Singh died in 1615, and was succeeded by his son 
Jagat fSnigh L, Jagat Singh L, (Tod says Rao Bhao Sing‘h). Jagat 
Singh I. was followed by Maha Singh, who after a shoi t 
Jui bingh'I. reign left the throne to Jai Singh I., commonly called the 
Mirza Raja. * 

Jai Singh I. was contemporary with the Emperor Aurangzib, and 
received from that monarch high marks of honor for his important 
Defeated services. He was sent against Sivaji, the great Mahratta 
Sivnji. Chief, whom he defeated and brought to Delhi as a prisoner. 
He also conquered fop the Empex’or several places in the Dekhan. But, 

“ as he was too powerful for a subject,” Aurangzib determined to destroy 
him. The wily monarch had recourse to Kirat Singh, youngest son of 
the Raja, and fanning his ambition by promises of the throne prevailed 
on him to administer poison to his father. Jai Singh I. died of the effects 
of the poison, but the parricide did not attain the object of his ambition. 

“ The feeling of the country was too strong” to admit him to the 
Earn Singh I His eldest brother Ram Singh I. who was elected 

and Bi&hen Raja, was shortly followed by Bishen Singh, and he 
JaiSingUII. ill iiis til’ll Jai Singh H.i better known as Sewai*'#e,f" 
Singh. 

The reign of this prince was one of the most brilliant epochs in 
the history of Ambar. He was a wise and humnne ruler, and the forty- 
four yeais of his rule, were “ years of prosperity” for the country. lie 
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liad a great taste for architecture and engineering, and built the 
His import- “marble city” of Jaipur, decorated itwith^noUe edifices 
out works, made it his capital. He nlso constructed at his 

own expanse several caravansaries thfoughout his dominions for the 
convenience oi travellers. He was moreover distinguished for Lis 
“ intellectual capacity and for his liberal patronage of science and 
arts,” and was “ a highly-skilled mathematician and a painstaking and 
accurate observer.” The observatories which he erected at Jaipur, 
Delhi, Mathura, and Benares, and the instruments which he invented 
fill* astrononiwal observations, are sufficient proofs of an advanced 
‘knowledge in that science. 

During the early part of his reign Maharaja Jai Singh IT. had joined 
with the kings*of Udaipur, and Jodhpur, in a tripartite 
aufanc^° ‘ alliance for mutual protection against the Muhammadans, 
He had during that time regained for himself and his 
descendants, the right of marrying in the Udaipur family on the under¬ 
standing, that the sons of the Udaipur princesses should be heirs to the 
throne in preference to cliildren by other wives. The evil effects of 
this condition were manifest soon after his death. 

Mahara ja Jai Singh II. died in 1743, and was succeeded by his 

Israri Singh Isvari Singh. But he liad another son, the 

fruit of his marriage with the sister of Baua Jagat Singh 
II„ of Udaipur. This prince now laid his claims to the throne and 
was supported in his pretenrions by his uncle, the Kana. With the 
aid of the Mahruttas, Isvari Singh was deposed and Madhu raised to 
the throne, 

Likehis father Madhu Singh was a great lover of learning and learn- 
Madhu Singh. reign of 17 years would have proved a peaceful 

and prosperous one, but for the incessant hostilities of 
the J&ts who M'ere then rising into importance. He died in 1760. 

iiv 

Pirthi successor Pirthi Singh II., was a minor. The guar- 

Siugh 11. diaiiship of the young prince was entrusted to liis step¬ 
mother, a designing and ambitious woman. She ooveteif the throne 
for her son Pratap. Pirtid died after a short reign of nine years, not 
without strong suspicious of having been poisoned. His son Man 
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Singh was secretly conveyed frogi the presence of the queen regent, 
and sent to Gwaliar, where he spent his life. Thus the way was left 
clear for Pratap who now ascended the throne (1769). 

Pratap Singh was a brave and wise prince. He united with the 
Pratap Singh. Jodhpur to check the progress of the Mahrattas 

who had commenced depredations on Bajputana; and 
^tackJafpur. i^^Aicted on them a defeat at Tonga (1787). But this 
defeat only served to inflame the martial spirit of the 
Mahrattas, and they renewed their attacks with double vigour. The 
country was desolated by these fierce invaders, aad Pratap Singh, 
Peace defeated in two successive battles, sued for peace. Thi'a^wws 

granted to hini on payment of a heavy tribute annually. 
Pratap died in 1803, and was succeeded by *hia son Jagat Singh 11. 

Jagat The character of this prince was a composition of effemi- 

SiugU II. nacy and cowardice, debauchery and libertinism. During 

the sixteen years of his reign the degeneration of Jaipur was complete, 
and his death which occurred in A. D. 1818 was a great relief to the 
country. Bub though the reign of this dissolute prince was fraught with 
innumerable evils to his country, yet it was connected with an event of 
great interest and importance in the history of Jaipur. This was the 
political relation of the State with the British Government. As early 
as the year 1803, the English Government had formed an alliance with 
Jaipur and taken that State under its protecuon. Two years later, 
the connection was dissolved and the protection withdrawn. This 
breach of treaty was very severely commented on by the Home Govern¬ 
ment, and the English again sought to renew their connection with 
Jaipur. For some time Maharaja Jagat Singh II. refused all 
advances towards a treaty, but being hard pressed by the armies of 

Holkar, and those of Amir Khan, he was at last obliged to call in the 

■ 

assistance of the English. A treaty was concluded on the 2nd of 
April 1818, by which the British Government agreed-t** 
protect the territory of Jaipur, and to expel the enemies of 
that prinoipsllity ; and the Maharaja bound himself to act in subordi¬ 
nate co-operation with the British Government, to acknowledge its 
supremacy, to furnish troops on the requisition of Government, and to 


Treaty, 
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pay an annual tribute of eight lakhs of rupees until the revenue should 
exceed forty lakhs, after which five-sixteenths of the excess were to bo 
paid in addition to the eight lakhs. The first duty urged on the Maha¬ 
raja was the resumption of lands usurped by the nobles, and the reduction 
of the nobles to their proper relation of subordination. «Through the 
mediation of Sir David Ochterlony, agreements were entered into 
similar to those formed at Ud-jipur. The usurped lands were restored 
to the Maharaja, and the nobles were guaranteed to their legitimate 
rights and possessions. 

Jagat Singh il. died without issue, and as he had no near rela- 
. tien^y-Mohan Singh, son of the ex-prince of Naisfar, the fourteenth in 
descent from Pirthi Kaj I., Raja of Jaipur,' was elected to the throne 
by Nazir Mohan Ham, Chief eunuch of the palace. This election 
ci'eated great discontent among the nobles and chiefs who mostly 
retired to their own estates ; and the whole populatlDn of Jaipur were 
opposed to it. The birth of a posthumous son, therefore, on the 25th of 
April 1819, by the Bhattiani queen of the late Baja, was haila4 vvith 
universal delight. 

The infant was named Jai Singh III., and declared heir to the 

Jai Singh III the regency of the queen-mother. But she 

was a depraved woman and completely under the influence 
of her paramour Jota Bam. Through her this man acquired unlimited 
power in the State, and supplanted in the office of minister Eawal Bairi 
Lai, who was nominated by the British Government. All the high offices 
in the Court and royal household were filled up by his creatures, and 
the utmost misgovernment prevailed. Jaipur was a scene of anarchy 
and confusion and the British tribute fell into heavy arrears. This 
state of things continued till the death of the queen, which occurred 

in 1833. The British Government now thought it high time to 

» 

interfere. An officer was deputed to reside at the court, and authorized 
^ interfere in the internal administi^iou of the State, with the 
view of guarding thp interests of Government, and securing the pay¬ 
ment of the tribute.” • 

• f 

Maharaja Jai Singh III. died in 1835, at the early age of seven¬ 
teen ; it was supposed from poison administei^,t.hrough the instigation 
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of Jota Ram. Colonel Alves, Agent to the Governor General, on hear¬ 
ing this intelli^'ence proceeded to the capital to investigate into the 
murder. Jota Ram and his followers were dismissed from the court, 
and Rawal Bairi Lai was reinstated in the office of prim© jpinister. 
This proceeding led to a conspiracy against the Agent, his life was 
attempted and his assistant slain. The murderers, however, were ar¬ 
rested and put to death, and Jota Ram and his fellow conspirators were 
imprisoned for life in the fort of Chunar. 

Jai Singh 111. left a son the present Maharaja Ram Singh II. This 
Ram prince was born in 1833, and was about two years of age 

^ ' when he was installed on the throne. During his muion^ 
ty the administration of Government was vested in the hands of the 
Political Agent assisted by a Council of Regency, consisting of five 
principal nobles of the State. The members of this council discharged 
their duties conscientiously and rendered important services to the State. 
They reduced the army, reformed every branch of administration, jm’O- 
hibited safi, slavery, and infanticide, and obtained from the British 
Government a remission of the arrears of tribute and the reduction of 
the annual tribute to four lakhs of rupees. 

In 1857, His Highness Maharaja Ram Singh Bahadur, o.c s.r., 
assumed the full administration of the State. His Highness was still 
too young to act independently, and was on most occasions guided by 
the counsels of the Political Agent. By the advice of that officer, 
Rawal Bairi Lai who was naturally of an indolent and extravagant 
disposition, was dismissed, and his brother Thakur Lachman Singh, an 
abler and more careful man was appointed in his place. At the same time 
Pandit Sheodin, formerly preceptor of the Maharaja, was placed at the 
head of the Revenue Department. His Highness the Maharaja has 
always been a firm and faithful ally of the British Government, 
and has always shewn an eEyywst desire to meet their wishes. During 

His services Sepoy Mutiny he rendered important services to 5ov'!^ 

during the ernment, for which he reedved a grant of the Parganna 
Mutiny. 

H is Highness the Maharaja is an intelligent and able ruler, and 
exhibits great interest for the well being of his subjects. His libera- 
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lity toTTards the promotion of education, and public works in his 
dominions, deserves high commendation. He has^ established an 
iEnglish and a Sanskrit College at Jaipur, besides a Girl’s School 
and a ^chool of Industrial Arts, &c. The sum, he annually con¬ 
tributes for the maintenance of these institutions, amfimnt to nearly 
Kupees 80,000, and his contributions towards the support of Public 
Works institutions amount to five lakhs of Eupees yearly. In addition 
to these, he expends nearly four lakhs of Eupees annually in medical 
and other charities. Daring the famine of 1868, he laid ont a large 
sum for the,relief of the poor sufferers in Eajputana ; on which account 
•iBTTPBCeived an increase of salute from 17 to 19 guns for life only. 
His Highness the Maharaja has received the right of adoption. He 
was twice created a memlfer of the Legislative Council of the Governor 
General, and “ sat as a member of the mixed Commission of Europeans 
and Natives by which Malhar Kao’ Gaikwar of Baroda, was tried in 1875 
for an attempt to poison the British Resident at Baroda.” 

His Highness the Maharaja was present at Calcutta to meet His 
His visit to -Roy®! Highness the Prince of Wales on the 23rd Decem- 
Calcutta. i,ej. 3875. He at^eaded the grand reception of native 

princes and the Chapter of the Star of India, held respectively on the 
24th December 1876, and on the Ist January 1876. His Royal High¬ 
ness the Prince of Wales received him with respect and not only paid 
The Prince of ® return visit at Calcutta, but visited Jaipur on the 
to 4th February 1876. The prince first killed at Jaipur a 

full-grown female tiger some eight feet four inches long, 
—visited Ambar the old capital of Jaipur and went over the old palace. 
The Prince was highly pleased with the reception of the Maharaja, and 
with his own hands laid the foundation of a new town hall to be called 
after himself. 


His Highness the Maharaja was preset at the Imperial Assem- 
held at Delhi on the Ist January 1877, and received the most 
honorable title of “ Counsellor of the Empress” with an increase of 
iDorease of salute from 19 to 21 guns as a mark of personaf honor. He 
Ml&te. declared for life an ex-officio^ Companion and 

Member of the Order of the Indian Empire on the lit January 1878. 
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His Highness Siramadi Rajaliai Hindustan, Baj Bajender, Sri 
Maharaja Dhivy Sewao, Sir Ram Singh Bahadur; Knight Gi'and Com¬ 
mander of the Most Exalted Order of the Star of India; Counsellor of 
the Empress, &c., has judicial powers of life and death, and is^now 46 
years of age.** 

His Excellency Fatteh Singh is the present prime minister of 
His Highness the Maharaja. 


Chapter III.—Marwar or JoUhpHr. 

This is the largest of the Rajput States, covering an area of 35,6*70 
square miles. On its north and west a g?eat desert extends, which 
separates this State from Bikanir and Jaisalmir; and on the south¬ 
east stretches the Aravali Mountain, dividing it from the territory 
of Mewar. It is watered by the river Luiji and its branches. It 
has a population of 2,000,000 souls, and its estimated revenue is 
Rupees 25,00,000. Tribute Rs. 98,000. The military force of the State 
consists of 3,545 cavalry, 5,020 infantry, 270 guns, and 240 gunners. 

The princes of Marwar are descended from the Rahtor kings of 
Kanouj. On the subversion of that ancient Hindu kingdom by Mah- 

Seoji the Ghizni (A. D. 1193), Rao Seoji, grandson of the 

founder. king Jai Chand, followed by the greater portion of the 
Rahtor clan, emigrated to the sandy plane on the banks of the Luni. 
There he subdued the old inhabitants of the Jat tribe, and dis¬ 


possessing some petty Rajput Chiefs, laid the foundation of a 
powerful principality. The State thus formed is called Marwar, from 
its proximity to Maru or the desert. 

The successors of Seoji, viz., Rao Austhan, Rao Duhar, Rao 
Raipal, Rao Kanhul, Rao^alhunsi, Rao Chada, Rao Theida, Rawal 
Sulkha, and Rao Biram v?^e all warlike princes, and were engag^ip. 
(§in continual hostilities with the neighbouring chiefs. The tenth 


Chonda. 


*prince in succession from Seoji was Rao Chonda. He was 
a great warrior and enlarged his territories by conquest. Ho 


conquered Godwar and Kagor, and took possession of Mandor, which he 
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made his capital. He was slain at Nngor in 1402. His son and suc- 
Einmal lessor Rao llinmal allied himself with thp royal house of 
Mewai*, and gave his sister in marriage to Rana Lakha. On 
the death of Lakha, Mokalji, his son by the Marwar jnincess succeeded 
to the tlirone i!iO exclusion of the eldest son Ohonda. ‘’During the 
minority of his nephew, Rinmal tried to establish liis authority over 
Mowar, and bring that State under his rule. With this view he 
interfered in the affairs of the State, filled the com t of Chilor with 
his retainers and attempted the life of the Kana. Rut all his 
attempts w^e frustrated by Chonda who zealously guarded the in- 
•Jbwwstw of the young prince ; and disgusted with foreign interference, 
suddenly fell upon the Rahtors. Rinmal was slain ii the contest 
which ensued, his retainers were dispersed, and his son the valiant 
Jodha Jodha was obliged to take refuge in the hills to escape 

the fury of Chonda. Thus Marwar fe^l a prey to the con¬ 
queror. This reverse was a great blow to the Rahtors. For a while 
Jodha wandered alone, burning to revenge the death of his father. He 
soon collected a body of followers, and with their aid succeeded in 
defeating and taking prisoners two of the sous of Chonda, and put 
them to death. But he could not continue the hostility long, and at 
last sued for peace. As price of the peace he made over to Chonda, 

Settlements province of God war. Jodha now became peacefully 
ofthecountry, established in his paternal dominion. His first care wras 
to restore order and tranquility to the distracted country. “ He 
reinstated in their hereditary estates the ancient proprietors of the 
soil,” and built the city of Jodhpur, from which the country derives its 

Surajraal present name. He died in 1489. The reigns of his son 
Gangal. and Rao Surajmal, his grandson Rao GangaL, and great-grand- 
son Rao Ganga IL, occupied 43 years. During the reign of 
First Muha- the last named prince, Rajputa^^Was threatened by invasions 
' of theMoghals. Rao Ganga 11. united with Rana Sanga of 
Mewar* against the common enemy. The combined forces 
of these two princes sustained them for a short time in\ho confllicfc 
against Emperor Baber, but they at last succumbed under the superior 
Strength of tl\e enemy, 
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Hao Ganga II. died in 1532, and wa» succeeded by his son Rao Mal< 
deo, a brave and wise prince. Under him Marwnr attained a 
Maldeo, degree of prosperity. He added to it by conquests, 

reconquered Ajmir and Nagor, fortified the city of Jodhpur an^ erected 
several fortresses Uiroughout lus dominion. But his prosperity did not 
continue long, fn ] -')Ii he was attacked by Shir Shah, who advanced 
upon Marwa” with dO,U0U troops. Maldeo defended himself with 50,000 
men, and overawed the invader by his valour and bravery. Shir Shah 
finding it impossible to make an impression upon the Rao by mere 
force of arms, hadi. nurse to stratagem. By means of letters intended 
to be inteicepted, he raised the suspicion of the Rao against his OhiefSr 
and induced him to retreat. A large number of Rao’s troops were 
ent to in'eccs, and the Rao himself was obliged to submit. The mis¬ 
fortunes rif INlaldco did not end here. In 1561, Akbar invaded Marwar, 
captured } d.ikot and Nagor, and made them over to Rai Singh of 
Bikanir, a junior m^-mber of the family. Eight years later he again 
turned his arms against this unfortunate country. Maldeo sued for 
peace, and sent his second son to meet the Emperor. Akbar resented 
the non-appearance of Maldeo, and assuming a superiority to which he 
w'as not entitled, made a formal grant of Jodhpur to Rai Singh, to 
whom he had previously transferred Malakot and Nagor. Rai Singh, 
however, did not obtain possession, and a series of struggle ensued, 
which ended without any dccicive result. In the midst of these 
troubles Maldeo died (1573). 

Rao Udai Singh, the eldest surviving son of Maldeo, succeeded to the 
lldai Sin"h acknowledged the supremacy of the Emperor 

to whom he gave his sister Jodba Bai in marriage, and was 
treated with great fav r and distinction. All the territories conquered 
from Maldeo, with the exception of Ajmir were restored to linn. The 
Emperor also granted him s^eral rich districts in Malwa and assisted 
him in diminishing the power of his nobles. » •“ 

Rao Udai Singh died after a reign of 83 years (1006). Ilis son 
Snr Singh successor Sawai Raja Sur Singh possessed great abilities 

and high military talents. He assisted Akbar in several 
of his wars, and conquered for the Emperor, the provinces of Sirohi and 
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Gujrat. After the death of Akbar, 8ur Singh served under Jehangir 
and rose high in favor. He died in 1620, and was succeeded by his 
eldest son Gaj Singh. 

This prince inherited all the noble qualities of -his father, and was 
hke iiim received with great favor by Jehanjjir. He was 
appointed Viceroy of the Dekhan, where he acquitted himself 
honorably; but he threw up his appointment on account of some 
disagreement with Prince Kharum, afterwards the celebrated Shah 
Jelian. During the rebellion of that prince against his father, Maha¬ 
raja Gaj Sin^h sided with the Emperor, and assisted him with troops 
■ in decisive battle near Benares. He was slain in a conflict with 
Jcswant ® robbers in Gujrat (1638). His son and succes- 

SiQgh 1. sor Maharaja^ Jeswant Singh I. was the most illustrious 
prince of the race. He possessed great talents and a Irighly culti¬ 
vated mind, and was a valiant warrior, a wise politician, and a 
liberal patron of the arts. He served with great distinction under the 
Emperor Shah Jehan, and was in 1658 appointed Governor of Malwa. 
About this time Shah Jehan fell ill. During the illness of the Emperor, 
and the struggles of his sons for the empire, Jeswant Singh espoused the 
cause of the eldest Dara, and opposed himself to prince Aurangzib, the 
most ambitious of the brothers. But all his efforts were unavailing; 
and he saw Aurangzib victorious and firmly established on the tlirone. 
That crafty monarch'soon perceived that Jeswant Singh was too power¬ 
ful an enemy to be openly resented, and determined to gain him over to 
his side. The Maharnja was accordingly pardoned and invested with 
the vice-royalty of Gujrat. He was twice sent to the Dekhan as the 
Emperor's Lieutenamt to check the progress of Sivaji. But on both 
these occasions he acted treacherously towards his sovereign by open¬ 
ing negociations with the enemy, with whose aid he attempted to set 
up prince Moazzim On the throne. ^ 

•The Emijeror waa highly incensed at this intelligence, and deter¬ 
mined upon the de*^truotion of the Maharaja. Jeswant Singh was recalled 
from the Dekhan, and sent to Kabul, to . quell a rebellion which had 
broken ont there. He wne deotined never to «e«' his.naUre country 
«g«in. He died »t Kabul in 1C78, leaving his widotr’and two infant 
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sons under the care of his faithful follower Durga Das. Soon after his 
death they set-out for India. On their arrival at Delhi, Aurangzib 
refused admittance into the city, surrounded their encampment 
with troops, and de'tained them as close prisoners. They wwe how 
ever extricat^ from this unpleasant situation by the ingenious con¬ 
trivances of the faithful Durga Das, and safely conveyed to Jodhpur. 

Ajit Singh elder of the two princes was raised to the 

throne. 

Aurangzib heard with great disappointment the flight of the 
prisonei's, and sent an army under prince Azim to’ invade Jodlipur. 

The royal family were driven from the capital, the 
country laid waste, and women and children carried off 
in captivity to Dellii. After the death of Aurangzib in. 
1707, prince Ajit Singh recovered bis capital, and soon 
brought it to its former state of prosperity. lie was a 
vigorous and an inlelleotual prince, who evinced a great hatred to 
the very name of Moslem, and became a party to the triple alliance with 
Udaipur and Jaipur, ** to resist Muhammadan aggression and to under- 
talce no matrimonial engagements with princes of that religion.’' 
He had two cruel sons, Abhi Singh and Bakht Singh; the latter of 
whom murdered him at the instigation of the former, who was bribed 
by the Court of Delhi with the offer of the viceroyalty of Gujvat to 
commit this horrible crime. Abbi Singh succeeded his 
Abhi Singh, father Maharaja Ajit Singh in 1731. He had constant 
disputes with his fellow-assassin and brother Balcht Singh whom he 
repaid by the gift of the viceroyalty of Gujrat. In 1750, Maharaja 
Abhi Singh died leaving the throne to his son liam 
Singh,' 

. This prince was driven from the throne by his uncle the parricide 
B khfc Singh Singh, usurped it for himself, but reigned only 

for three years during which period t.e comideted the for-^ 
tifications of Jfodhpur, enhanced the resources pf tile State, and animated 
his countrymen in opposing foreign aggression* Maharaja Bakht 
Singh, with the exception' of one great crime, was a bold and noble 
prince. He was highly proficient in tim Utemtnre of Bajwarra and 

7 
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took great interest in the advancement of learning. He was poisoned 
by the aunt of the expelled Earn Singh, and was succeeded by his son 
Bijai Singh Singh. SoOn after the succession of Maharaja 

Bijai‘Singh to the throne, his cousin Earn Singh attacked 
Jodhpur with a Urge army assasted by the Mahrattas, In the contest 
which ensued, Bijai Singh was defeated, and was obliged to take shelter 
in a neighbouring place. The Mahrattas availing themselves of this 
opportunity took possession of the land by expelling Earn Singh who 
died at Jairmrin 1773, Meanwhile, Bijai Singh, with the aid of Protap 
Sin ghi lcing*of Jaipur, ejcpelled the Mahrattas from the country, and 
defeated them at Tonga in 1787, notwithstanding they were assisted 
by the Chevalier de Boi^ne. By this rictory Bijai Singh recovered 
Ajinir, but it was retaken by De Boigne in two battles, subsequently 
fought against him at Patan and Mairta in 1791, and he had to pay an 
indemnity of Eupees 00,00,000 in consequence of the Eajputs having 
been completely vanquished. He had six surviving sons, viz., Zalim 
Singh, Sawant Singh, Shir Singh, Bhim Singh, Goman Singh, and Sirdar 
Singh, of whom the eldest Zalim was the rightful heir, but Bijai Singh 
with a view to please his concubine had adopted his grandson Man Singh, 
son of his third son Shir Singh. In 1793, Bijai Singh died, 
him Singh. fourth son Bhim Singh usurped the throne by defeat¬ 

ing Zalim Singh, and murdering the rest of his brothers and their sons by 


poison and sword except the adopted son of the concubine, liis own nephew 
Man Singh, who alone was saved by taking refuge in Jiialur. Bhim 
Singh pursued him to Jhalur, but being disappointed in not being able 
to take the place bj assault, he blockaded it for some length of. time, 
during which he eiiddenly died (Nov. 1803), leaving the throne to 
Man Singh, the beseiged prince. At this period, the 
English had gained a victory over Sindhia, and were pur¬ 
suing “ Holkar in his headlong flightj^nd with a view to effect a 
permanent settlement in Eajputana, the English offered 
their alliance to Maharaja Man Singh anc^a treaty was 
concluded (1803). This treaty was howeyer cancelled in May 1804, 
by the British Government, as ManSingh became unfkiendly and gave aid 
to Holkar. Maharaja Man Singh wa$ afterwards engaged in a disastrous

Treaty. 
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War with Jaipur “ for the hand of the daughter of the Eana 

Jaipur. jjf Udaipur,” in which, “ he was alternately opposed and 

supported by tl»^ adventurer Amir Khan, whose freebooters devastated 

the lands of Jaipur, of Mewar and Marwar, committing atrocities not to 

he counted.” At this time Bhokhal Singh, a posthumous so^ of the 

widow of Bhitia Singh, appeared on the field as a claimant to the throne, 

supported hy a large body of nobles. This occurrence increased the 

troubles and anxieties of Man Singh, w^ho at last feigned insanity and 

Jodhpur abdicated the throne in favor of Ins son Chattar Singh ^ 

during whose reign Jodhpur was taken under British 

teofcion. protection (January 1818), and thus* saveij from the 

depredations of Amir Khan. 

Shortly after the conclusion of this treaty, Chattar Singh died 
from the effects of his .libidinous habits, which, however, cured the 
feigned insanity of his father Man Singh, who reassuraed the adminis¬ 
tration of Government. Man Singh being thus secured against exter¬ 
nal enemies murdered and imprisoned several of the nobles who were 
unfavorable towards him during his assumed imbecility, and confiscated 


their properties to the value of Bs. 1,00,00,000. Some of the nobles 
also fled from Jodhpur and inhabited the neighbouring States of Kota, 
Mewar, Bikanir, and Jaipur, but the British Government induced the 
Maharaja to reinstate them in their possessions (1824). In 1827, the 
recusant nobles recalled Dhokal Singh, and made preparations to invade 


Jodhpur from the tewtory of Jaipur. At this crisis, the British 
Government compelled Dhokal Singh to retire from the confederacy, 
and remonstrated with the Maharaja of Jaipur for his interference in 
tlie matter. In 1839, Colonel Sutherland was deputed to Jodhpur 


by the British Govemnaent to restore peace in the country, and the 
Maharaja executed an engagement by which he bound himself to 
preserve the rights of the nobles, &c. 

Man Singh died in 1^, without leaving any natural or adopted 
son. At this opportunity Dhokal Singh, the posthumous soft 
Bhim Singly oiice more revived his claims, but to no purpose. The 
widows, the nobles, and the chief State officers selected Takht Singh,

the great-grandson of Ajit Singh and chief of Ahmed- 
naggar as their ruler. The choice being at the same time 
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confirmed by the Britkb Government. The reign of this piince was 
not a prosperous one. Under hia mlo, the affairs of Marwar fell into 
a state of disorder, and there 'trere such constant < disputes witli the 
nobles, that the British Government was compelled to interfere and 
settle tke matter. 

Mfthar^gaTakht Singh, rendered good service during the 
mutinies, but was disgraced by Lord Mayo at the Ajmir 
Darbar of 1870 for disputing rank with the Maharaja of 
Udaipur. lie died in 1873, and was succeeded by Lis 
son Jeswant Singh II, the present Maharaja. 

Hia Hfiglinesa Maharaja Jeswant Siugh Bahadur, rules vigorously 
and exerts his best endeavours in trying to reform'the police, and the 
.finances of the Sttite. His Highness the Maharaja met His Royal 
Highness the Prince of Wales at Calcutta, on the 23rd 
December 1875. His Highness was invited to the Grand 
Chapter of the Stav of India, held on the 1st January 1876, 

"(ir 

on which occasion he was invested with the insignia of a Knight 
Grand Commander of the Most Exalted Order of the Star of India; 
by His Royal Highness the Prince of Wales in person. The Maharaja 
was also present at the Imperial Assemblage, held at Delhi, on the 
1st January 1877, on accounti of the assumption of the title “ Empress 
of India'* by Her Most Grticioiis Majesty the Queen, and 
has received an increase of salute from 17 to 19 guns. 

His Highness Raj Rajessar, Maliaraj Dhiraj Sir Jeswant Singh 
Bahadur, Knight Grand Commander of the Most Exalted Older of the 
Star of India, has Judicial powers of life auj death, and is now about 
42 years of age. 

Mehta Bijai Singh Rai Bahadur is the present Dewan or piime 
minister of His Highness the Mahar,aja. He received the title of 
“ Rai Bahadur” at the Delhi Darbar on the Ist January 1877..

Chapter IV.—Bundi. 

This State is situated to the south of Jaipur. On its west lies the 
territory of ^lewur, and, on its south and east the present State of 
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Kota. The area of Biindi is 2,300 square miles and its population. 
224,000 souls. It yields a revenue of about eight lakhs of Uupees 
annually. Tri'bute Bupees 1,20,000. The army amounts to 1,375 
infantry, 700 horse, and 88 guns. 

The prince^ of Bundi belong to the Hara tribe of the Koj puts ; 
hence the State is comnaonly Icnowr^ as Harawati or the coiintry 
Deva Singh Haras. Rao Deva Singh,* the founder of the 

the founder, family was originally a powerful vassal of the Mewar 
State, where his ancestors had taken refuge from the cruelty and 
oppression of the Muhammadans. He afterwards conquered for himself 
the aboriginal tribes who occupied the .country to the east of Mewar, 
and established the principality of Bundi. 

For nearly two centuries from the time of \ta foundation, the sove¬ 
reigns of Bundi had kept up a close alliance with the Ranas of 
Mewar, acknowledging the suzerainty of the latter and assisting them 
w'ith troops in war. The two houses were also united by matrimonial 
ties. The history of Bundi, during this period, presents very littio of 
interest till the time of Rao Siirjan Singh in the sixteenth century. 

In 1555, Rao Surjan Singh succeeded to the throne, and trans¬ 
ferred his allegiance to Akbar and made over to him the famous 
Surjan Singh Rinthanbor. The Emperor in return granted 

to the Rao 52 districts lying in close vicinity to Bundi, and 
invested him with the imperial title of Rao Raja. At a later period, 
the Rao obtained as a reward for his valuable services to the Emperor, 
the cities of Benares and Ghuiiar. He died at Benares after a long and 
prosperous reign (1586). His son and successor Rao Bhoj 
Bhoj Singh, favor of Akbar. He followed the 


Emperor in his expedition to Gujrat, and rendered important services 
on that occasion. Bhoj Singh died in 1608 leaving the throne to his eldest 
son Rao Ratan Singh, a wise and generous ruler who was universally 
admired for his noble qualiti^. The reign of this prinoe marks^ ai^

important epoch in the annals of Bundi. He had been one of 
iiie most zealous adherents of Jehangir when that monarch 


* Eao Deva was lineally descended from Anhui or Agnipala, the first Chohau. 
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■was threatened by the rebellion of his son Sliah Jehan. He had also 

evinced great courage and military skill in the battle of Burhanpur, 

which resulted in the total defeat of Bhah Jehaa'iind the dispersion of 

his followers. As a reward, the Eao was appointed to the Government 

of BurhSnpnr. At the same time the Emperor conferred on Madhu 

Singh) second son of the Rao, all the southern portion of 

Hiu-awatf^ Karawati with Kot^for its capital “to be held by him 

and his heirs direct of the Crown.” This act of the 

Emperor divided Harawati into two parts under separate rulers. 

Rao Ratan Singh was succeeded on the throne by his grandson 
< 

Chattar SaF(lG32), This ptipoe passed the greater part of his reign 
in the service of the Emperors For a long time he held 
£!battar Sal. important post of Governor of Delhi,* to which he was 

nominated by the Emperor Shah Jehan. Subsequently he accompanied 
prince Aurangsib In his expedition to the Dekhau, and greatly distin¬ 
guished himself during the campaign. Chattar Sal was contempo¬ 
rary with Raja Jeswaiifc fSingh of Jodhpur and in the struggles for 
the empire which followed the illness of Shah Jehan, he joined the 
Raja in defending the cause of Dara Shiko and died valiantly fighting 
fo’’ that prince (1658). His eldest son was slain in the contest. The 

Bhao Sin h Bhao Singh suSe'red much persecution 

at the hands- of Aurangzib, who ordered Bundi to be 

annexed to tlie empire. Rao Bhao was afterwards, pardoned and res¬ 
tored to his paternal dominions. Ho proved himself a faithful vassal, 
and as imperial governor of the city of Aurangabad, discharged his 
duties to the satisfaction of his master. 

Rao Bliao died childless, 1862, and was succeeded by Bao Anirud 
Singb, the grandson of his younger brother Bhim Singh, Tin’s prince 

, won the esteem of Aurangzib by his courage and callan- 
AniradSmgh. 

try. He served under the Emperor m his Dekhan cara- 
jpnign, and rendered signal services in the Saige of Bijapur. Rao Anirud 
Bingh died in the Fanjab while engaged in settling the afiairs of that 
province. ^ 

His son Bao Budh Singh followed hiiq on ^ the throne (1696). 
Eleven years after the accession of this prince, Empeim* Aurangzib 
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died (1707). In the contest for the empire which followed, llao Budh 
Budh Singh espoused the cause of Baiiadur Shah, and assisted 

him materially in obtaining the crown. Throughout the 
long reigns of Bahadur Shah and his successors, Jehand«j' Shah, 
JFerokshir, anS Muhammad Shah ; the Rao continued in imperial service 
and was rai.sed to high posts in the empire. On the death of Muham¬ 
mad Shah he set out for his native country. Here a reverse was 
awaiting him. Raja Jai Singh II. of Jaipur taking advantage 
pnirlasurps fbe protracted absence of Budh had obtained possession of 
force ^ Bundi by force, and conferred it on one Dulil Sihgh with the 
title of Rao Raja. So that, when Rao Budh Singh returned to 
Bundi, he found his throne usurped, and strangers in possession of th#^ 
country. Unable to cope with the superior power of his adversary, ho 
retired to Beygu, where he died after several vain attempts to regain his 
dominion. His son Rao Umed Singh wandered in exile for 
Umed Singh. years. Daring this period he did not remain idle. 

The loss of his paternal territory weighed heavily on him and its 
recovery was the principal object he had in view. In the course of his 
wanderings he collected a large body of followers and with their aid 
together with the assistance rendered by Durjau Sal, Raja of Kota, 
he commenced hostile operations against Jaipur. The hostilities were 
continued for a long time, till at last both parties wearied out by an 
unprofitable war, came to a mutual understanding. Bundi was restored 
Kecovers ^^0 Umed Singh on condition of his paying a large 

Bundi. of money as tribute (1749). 

Rao Umed Singh thus became established in his father’s territories, 
but his rule did not prove a prosperous one. He began his reign under 
very adverse circumstances. The country had not yet recovered* from 
the efiects of the late struggle with Jaipur. Confusion and anarchy 
prevailed throughout “ tcv^a-ke confuaioin. worse confounded,” the 
Mahrattas now commenced their inroads upon Bundi and impoverished 
the State by^ numerous and heavy exactions. Harassed by these evils 
and worn out with cares of State, Umed Singh abdicated the throne in 
favor of his son (1771), and left Bundi in the costume of a pilgrim. 
He was, however, recalled from his wanderings by the death of his sou, 
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and on returning to Bandi re-assumed the Government of the State 
(1798). In the latter part of liis reign an event happs^ied which was 
to connect Bundi with the British Government, The British forces 
under ^oluuel Mdnson were retreating before Holkar, and in the course 
of their fligh'u reached Bundi, Umed Singh disregarding the 

Assists vengehnee of HoIka>, rendered them every possible assist- 

apainsfancse and granted them a safe passage through his doini- 
Uolkar. nions. 

Rao Umed Singh was succeeded by his grandson Rao Bishen Singh 
j(18045. This prince followed the example of his father 
and “heartily co-operated with the English’* for the snp- 
pression of the Pindaris. For his important services on 
this occasion, \he British GovernraeMt determined to form 
a friendly Alliance with the Rao, and take him under its 
protection. Accordingly a treaty was concluded in 1818, 
by which British protection was extended to Bundi, and 
all the districts which had been seized by Holkar, and Sindhia, were 
restored. Tiie Rao on his part rfcfenowledged the snpremacy of the

accession. During his minority,, the administration was conducted 

by the minister Kishen Ram, a person possessing all the noble 

qualities essential in a good ruler. In the course of six years and a half, 

during which time he held the reins of Government, he restored prosr 

perity to the country,' raised the revei|uo (^^Jiioh had fallen to a very low 

■^guKs) to five lakhs of Rupees autmally, and paid , the entire debt of 

the State. Unfortunately, KUHen Rain was murdered ^ a party of 

Jodhpur nobles who hall eome on a deputation to Bundi. The young 

Maha Rao was greatly mcensed at ibis daring act of the Jodhpur men, 

ami determined tp avenge the death of his minister. He seized upon 
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two of the party who were implicated in tlio murder and put them 
to death. Not content with this, he commenced preparations for war 
with Jodhpur. A contest would have ensued, but the British Govern¬ 
ment now interfered and settled matters amicably between the two 
States. » 

Soon after this event, Maha Bao Eaja Ram Singh assumed the direct 
management of Government. During the Sepoy Mutiny, he kept 
aloof and in violation of the treaty of 1818, refrained from assisting 
the English with troops. For this. Government broke off all friendly 
relations with him (1857). But the intercourse was -resurngd thirteen 
years later and continues«to this day. 

His Highness Maha Rao Raja Ram Singh was present at the 
Imperial Assemblage, lield at Delhi on the 1st January 1877, on account 
of the assumption of the title Empress of India'* by Her Most Gracious 
Majesty the Queen. On this grand occasion, he received the most 
honorable title of “ Counsellor of the Empress," and was invested as a 
Knight Grand Commander of the Most Exalted Order of the Star of 
India by His Excellency Lord Lytton, the Viceroy and Governor 
General of India, in the name of the Queen and by Her Majesty’s com¬ 
mand. The Maha Rao Raja has also been declared for life as an 
cx-oj/iuio Companion, and Member of the Order of the Indian Empire on 
till’ 1st January 1878. His Highness Maha Rao Raja Sir Ram Singh 
Bahadur, Knight Grand-Commander of the Most Exalted Older of the 
Star of India, Counsellor of the Empress, &e., has judicial powers of 

life and death, and is now about 69 years of age. The

OhapJjor V.—Kota. 

The territory of Kota lies to the south of Bundi. It embraces an 
area of 5,OO0iKiuare miles, and contains a population of about 4,50,000 
souls. The gross revenue is Rs 20,00,000, and the tribute Rs. 1,84,720. 
The soil of Kota is rich and fertile, but the supply of water is very 
8 
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Beauty, there being no canals the only available means of irrigating 
the land is by wells and tanks. Tlie military force of the State consists 
of 4,000 infantry, 700 cavalry, and 119 gnns. ^ * 

The existeDtee of Kota as a separate State, dates from the begin¬ 
ning of the SfVifipteenth centary.. ft originally forruet' a dependency* 
of Bundi, as ptfeviously shewn in my account of that State; hut in 
the year 1620 it was conferred by the Emperor Jehangir upon Madhu 
Singh, the second son of llao Ratan Singh of Bundi,‘with 
Madhu Singh, alienation from Bundi of nearly 

l»alf of it^territeries was probably an act of policy on the part of the 
Emperor, who was jealous of too much power itj a subject. Raja Madhu 
^ Singh reigned ten years, during which he enlarged his dominions by 
Followed by conquests from neighbouring ^tates. He died in 1680, 
four princes, and was succeeded by four princes in the space of about 
seventy-seven years. Their names were Mokhand Singh, Jagat Singh, 
Kiahor Singh I., and Ram Singh f. These princes were all firm in 
them allegiance to the Emperors of Delhi, and served them faithfully 
in theii w.irs as well as in times of peace. 

Bhim Singh t, the next prince, came to the throne in 1707. 

. 1 . r He was the first sovereign of his race who was graced with 

Bhun Singh I. , , ® 

tho imperial title of “ Leader of Five Thousand.” He had 

also the title of Maha Rao conferred on him. by the Malia Rana of 

Conquers Udaipur, Maha Rao Bhim Singh was a brave warrior, and 

the BUils. carried his arms into the country of the Bliils which he 

conquered and added to hia territories. He was also an able ruler, 

but his good qualities were marred by one blot in his life. This was 

his infidelity towards the elder branch of tho family. He united with 

Raja Jai Singh 11. of Jaipur in expelling BudU Singb/rom Bundi, and 

during the confusion which followed in that State, annexed all lands 

east of the Chambal to his own dominions. 

• Bhim Singh died in 1719, and tlie rtign of his eldest son Arjnn ’ 

Singh occupied four years. As this prince left no children, 

disputes arose among his two brothers Si«m Singh and 

Diugan Sal for the succession. In the contest which ensued Siam lost 

. fds Ufe^ and the surviver Durjan then ascended the throne.

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This hraye prince possessed great abilities. Shortly after his 
accegsion, Kota was inraded by the Baja of Jaipur, when 
Durjan Sal. defended his country with so much vigour, 

that he compelled the invader to retire. He also assisted Umed^ Singh* 
the son of B%dh Singh, in recovering Bundi from Jaipur; but his 
vigour and abilities were of no avail against the Mahrattas, and 
towards the latter part of his reign he was obliged to submit to Holkar, 
and agree to an annual payment of tribute. 

Durjan Sal died in 1756, and was succeeded by Ajit Singh, a 
Ajii Singh, ^'stant relation. Ajit Singh was followed after a short 
reign of about three years by his son Chattar Sal. During 
the reign of Chattar Sal, Kota experienced a second invasion of 

Jaipuiians (1761). The BajahadPonly 5,000 men to oppose 
Chattar Sal. nmnber of the enemy. The two armies met 

at Butwarro, and a dreadful contest ensued. The result of the day 
would have proved fatal to Kota, but the State was saved by the 
stratagems of tlie minister Zalim Singh. He induced the Mahrattas 
with hopes of plunder to join him, and at the sight of that formidable 
host, the Jaipurians fled in dismay, leaving their camps and equipages 
behind. 

Chattar Sal died in 1765, and was succeeded by his brother 

Goman Singh Ionian Singh. Zalim Singh continued as minister, but 

unfortunately fell uuder the displeasure of his master and 

was removed from his service. Subsequently, however, he was restored 

to favour and re-employed in his former post. The reign of Goman 

Incursions Singh would have proved a prosperous one, but for the 

of the frequent iuoursions of the Mahrattas j Goman, unable to 

rattas. oppose force by force, was obliged to buy them off by a 

pajment of six lakhs of fiupees. Slrortly after this, Goman Singh died 

in 1770, leaving hisinfant son Maha Eao timed Singh under 

timed Singh. guardianship*of Zalim Singh, During the minority of 

% 

the young prince, and indeed thronghetitifchfe‘whole period of his reign, 
Zalim exercised all the powers of Government. Under the able 
administration of this wise and talented man, Kota rose to be one of the 
most powerful and prosperous States in Eajputanu. He added to it 
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several rich districts which he seized from Bundi, and made its very 
name respected by Muhammadans as well as Mahra^tas. In 
Zalim Singh co-operated with the English troops for the suppression 
of the IJiiidaria, aud it was for the important services rendered by him 
on th|it occasion that a treaty was concluded fvith Kota, by 
which the State “ was taken under the protection of the 
British Government, the tribute formerly paid to the Mahrattas was 
made payable to the British Government, and the Maha Rao was to 
furnish troops according to his means when required. A supplemen¬ 
tary article^ was ‘added to the treaty, vesting the administration in 
Zalim Singh and his descendants.” At the same time four districts 
.i^^ded by Holkar were permanently annexed to Kota. 

Throe years after the accomplishment of this treaty Maha Rao 
Umed Singh died (1820), and was succeeded by his son Kishor Singh II. 
Kishor This prince disliked the idea of remaining a nonentity 

Singh II. jjj 0Y?n territories, while the supreme power was exer¬ 

cised by another. He revolted against the authority of the minister, 
and tried to “secure the actual administration by force.” But he 
was defeated iu his attempt and obliged to fly to Jodhpur. An accom¬ 
modation however was effected through the intervention of the British 
Government, by which Maha Rao Kishor Singh II. was guaranteed 
supreme power in the palaces assigned to him with an allowance of 
Rs. 1,64,000 for the maintenance of himself and his household, and 
on his part he recognised the perpetual administration of Zalim and 
his descendants. Kishor then returned to his own dominions. 

In 1824, Zalim Singh breathed his last. Tlie office of minister 
devolved on his son MadUu Singh. Though this man was quite unfit 
to conduct the administration of the State, yet his succession was 
undisputed by virtue of the treaty concluded in seven years before. 

^aha Rao Kishor Singh II. died in 1828, leaving the pageant 

*Bain*SinghII nephew Ram Singh II. About the same time 

the minister 31adhu Singh died, and was succeeded in his 
office by his Son Madan Singh. Maha Bao Ram Singh II. lad frequent 
quarrels with the new minister for power, and in 1834 these disputes 
rose so high as to endanger the safety of the State, The British 
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Government again thought it advisable to interfere. The supplemen¬ 
tary article added to the treaty of 1817, which recognised Zalim Singh 
and his descendants as the sole administrators of affairs, was repealed, 
and the Maha Kao was invested with the full administration of the 
Btate. To pinovide for the descendants of Zalim Singh who had ren¬ 
dered the English every assistance in his power during the Pindari 
war, the British Government created the new principality of Jhallawar, 
Jhallawnr consisting of 17 districts detached from the territory of 
deiachcd Kota, and made it over to Mudan Singh to be held by him 
from Ivota, heirs (1838). In consequencft of this arrange¬ 

ment a now treaty was formed with Kota, by which the Maha Ilao’s 
tribute was reduced by 80,000 Kupees to be paid by Jhallawar, and 
he agreed to pay three lakhs of Rupees aniAially for the maintenance 
of an auxiliary force to be denominated the Kota contingent. Tiio 
cost of the contingent was subsequently reduced to two lakhs of 
Rupees a year. 

The Kola contingent was placed under the disposal of the Political 
Agent. In 1857, the troops mutineed and put tho Agent and his two 
sons to death. As the Maha Bao showed no inclination to assist the 


officer, he fell under the displeasure of the British Government, and 
his salute was reduced from 17 to 13 guns. He was, however, granted 
the right of adoption along with other Rajput princes. 

Maha Ran Ram Singh II. died in April 1866, and was succeeded by 
his son Bhim Singh II.,the present Maha Rao, who took the family name 
Blum of Ohattar Singh. As this prince is still a minor, tlie Gov- 

ChifttaV ’ ernraent of the country was at firgt placed in the hands of 
Singh. principal officers of the State. But during their admi¬ 

nistration the country was reduced to a miserable plight and the finan¬ 
cial embarrassment of the State increased and prevailed to so great an 
extent that the British Goveriynent Was at last obliged to interfere. In 
February 1874, Nawab Sir Ifiluhammad Faiz AliKhan Bahadur, K.Cts.i.,- 
formerly minister of .Jaipur was appointed prime-minister and sole 
administrator of affairs subject to the advice and control of the Agent 
to the Governor-General. Under.the able supervision of this wise 
and talented officer, the State has recovered much of its former pros- 
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perity. He has introduced reform into every branch of the administra¬ 
tion. Debts to a largta amount have been discharged, jails and hospitals 
kept in good order, and proper measures taken for the improvement 
of sanitation. Tl^e Police also deserve commendation, but bis arrange¬ 
ments tSr the administration of civil and criminal ju^ice deserves 
special notice, ^^^he entire temtory of Kota has been divided into 
eight Nizamats m districts, and these again have been sub-divided 
into revenue and criminal sub-divisions each under a separate officer, 
for the more ready admission of grievances.” Criminal, Civil and 
Bevenue Courts have been established at the capital for the trial of 
cases beyond the power of these officers. A Court of Appeal has also 
been established at the capital. 

^ His Highness Maha Rao Chattar Singh Bahadur has been restored 
the salute of 17 guns enjoyed by his father before the 
Salute. 1857. His Highness receives for his personal ex¬ 

penses a yearly allowance of Hs, 1,20,000, and has judicial powers of 
life and death. 


Obapter VI.—Jhallawar. 

The principality of Jhallawar consists of seventeen districts 
covering an area of 2,500 square miles, and yielding a revenue of nearly 
sixteen lakhs of Bupees. , Tribute Bs. 80,000. The population of the 
State h 3,20,000 souls, and the military force consists of 4,400 infantry, 
425 cavalry, 150 nnd 05 guns. 

It has already noticed, that the districts which the State of 
Jhallawar now contt^ps were detached from the territory of Kota in 

Madan Singh bcstoiled upon Madan Singh, in consideration 

of the valuable emiees of his-grandfather Zalim Singh. 
A treaty was concluded with Madan Singh on his assuming the charge 
of new State, by which he imkaaowledged the supremacy of the

The Maharaj Rana Pirthi Singh died 
on the 29th August 187-5, and was succeeded by his adopted son 
Bakht Singh.

Chapter VIL-Tonk. 

Tins territory of Tonk consists of six isolated districts scattered 
hundreds of miles apart over Rajputana and Central India. It com¬ 
prises an area of 2,730 square miles, and contains a population of about 
8,20,000 souls. The revenue is estimated at eleven lahhs of Rupees. 
The whole militar}' force consists of 1,730 infhntry with a small force 
of police, 1,130 cavalry, 100 artillerymen, and 63 guns. 

The origin of this principality is of recent date. It was founded 
by the famous predatory Omef Amir Khan, of whom men- 
Amir an. made more than once in this book. He was 

of A^han origin. Bom of fumble parents, Amir Khan possessed an 
active and enterprising spiftt and an ambition beyond his sphere.* Oil 
attaining manhood he left his |»atemal roof, and collecting 
His career. ^ gj^^ll number of followers repaired to Malwa to seek 

his fortunes there. Prospects snon bpened ont to him. He.proBtted 
himself by the troubles which at that time prevailed iu Central India. 
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Ho served successively under several native Chiefs, and whenever he 
could not find any employment, supported himself and his followei's by 
plunder. Mean\vhile, the number of his little band Lad been conti¬ 
nually increasing, so that'when in 1799 lie entered the service of 
Jeawant*Bao ITolknr, it had swollen up to a regular army. ^ At the head 
of this army Amir Khan followed his master in his inroads into Malwa 
and Central India, and before jnaiiy years were over, was invested with 
jaghirs in both the provinces. 

Amir Khan now commenced predatory incursions on his own 
account. He ranged over every part of the country from Biindelkliand 
on the one side, to Bajputana on the other, devastating and plundering 
wherever he went. The distracted affairs' of the latter State espe- 
fl&i’iy tunied his attentionr to that quarter. Family quarrels among 
the Bajput princes gave him opportunities of aggrandising himself. 
He devastated Jaipur and Jodhpur, seized upon several rich districts, 
and carried off immense booty. But Amir Khan could not long follow 
his predatory career. At the close of the Pindari war, the British 
Government turned their attention upon the settlement of Bajputana 
and Central India, Overtures were made to Amir Khan offering 
him i.ii the lands he held under grants from the Hollcar, on condition 
of his relinquishing the distiiq^s obtained by violence and extortion 
from different Bajput States, abandoning his predatory habits, dismiss¬ 
ing his army, surrendering his artillery to the British at a valuation, 
and furnishing a body of troops to co-operate. with the British force. 
After much haggling Amir Khan agreed to these terms, and a 

treaty was accordingly concluded in November 1817. At 
Treaty. same time the British Government granted to him the 

fort and district of Tonk, Batura, and a loan of three lakhs of Bupees, 
which was afterwards converted into a gift. The district of Pulwal 
was also conferred on his son as jaghir for life. In lien of the revenue 
pf tl^is district, which it was found inconvenient to make over to the 
management of the NawaVs son, annual stipend of Es. 12,500 was 
* assigned to him. Amir Khan survived tliis treaty 17 yeasts. During 
this period he was employed in the improvement of his territories and 
in the education of his children. He died in 1834.

Viiir Muham- 

Mutmy, Khan died after a reign of thirty years and was 

succeeded by his son Muhana.mttd Ali Khan, ^htwtly after his accession, 

Muhammad prince was inVoived in dispute with one of his Hindu 

Ah lihau. vassals the Tlfakur of Lawa. Muhammad Ali Khan attacked 

the Thakur in his own domAins, hut- was impulsed with serious loss of 

life. Matters, however, were amicably settled by the intervention of 

English officials, but .the Nawab nursed in secret treacherous designs 

against his vassal. He was bent upon hie destruction, and was seeking 

an opportunity to carry out his project. With the ednnivaneg^of 

minister he sent a friendly message to the Thakur inviting him to Tonk. 

The unsuspecting young lord accordingly repaired tliither aedompanied 

by his ancle Howat Singh and a few followers, and was received with every 

seeming mark of hospitality. But the treachery of the Nawab soon 

showed itself. Rewat Singh was publicly murdered, and the Thakur was 

bbsieged in the palace in which he had taken up his abode and a body of 

troops sent to invade Lawa. This outrage excited the horror of all 

classes i nor did it go unpunished. The British Government took the 

part of the outraged Thakur, the Nawab was deposed, the 

Deposed. salute allowed to him was reduced from 17 to 11 guns, and 

he was at last sent to :^siite at Benares with an allowance of Hs. 60,000 

a year. The minister Hakim Surwar Shah, hid companion in crime, was 

carried in captivity to the fort of Chunor (1868). 

Muhammad Ibrahim'Ali Khan, the i^n of the ex-Nawab was raised 
Ibrabim Ali throne. As this prino^as only twenty years of ago 

Khan. at the time of hife accession, and as, tlie State was much 
involved in debt, the administrajddn placed in the hands *of a Regency 
Council with IbndhUa Ehan'the KawnVn<grahd uncle, an able and experi¬ 
enced man as presideaxti ' Ithau was appointed a 

minister. On. attaming his ihe Nawab assumed 

the direct management of the State in 1870, and UbaiduUah Khan 
falling under suspicion was reihOYed from office (1874).

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firfet desired to carry on the Government without any ]'pfi])onpible miius- 

ter, hut in February ajjpointed Ibadulla Khan who had served with 

great credit and ability as president of the Regency Council. The Nawab 

takes an active and personal part tu the adnninistration, and deserves 

great credit fr: the reduction which he has effected in c'KJfpeiluiture, and 

the liquidatioi. of a large portion of the debt of the State.

Chapter VIII.—Karauli. 


Tins Slate is situated to the east of Jaipur. It has tJic jnincipa- 
lity of Bh.uatjuir on the north, Dholpur on the cast, and the river 
Chamba on the south. Its area is 1,870 square miles, and its popula¬ 
tion 124,000 souls. The revenue from all sources is R.s. 5,00,000. 
The army of the State consists of 400 cavalry, 3,200 infantry, 40 
guns, and 40 artillerymen. 

The history of this principality presents very little of importance 
previous to its connection with the British Government. Like ali 
other Rajput iSlates it had saocumbed to the Moghuls at an early date. 


Mahratta sujirtinaoy succeeded that of the Moghals. In the beginning 
Harbaksli century we find Raja Harbaksh Pal acknoiy- 

iedging the suzerainty of the Poishwa, and paying him an 
anntial tribute of 25,000 Rupee^. By the treaty of Puna, the Poishwa 


ceded his rights to all lands he held north of the Narbadda to tlie

English ; Karanli consequently came into their hands. A 


tion with treaty was concluded with Raja Harbaksh by which he 
the Euglish. ^gl^^QY^rledged the supremacy of the British Government, and 
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agreoil to furniali troops according to his means when required. On the 
other hand he ^was gaurnnteed in his possessions, and the tribute pay¬ 
able by him to the Mahrattas was remitted, bat the Raja wished for 
more. lie desired the possession of some districts wrested from him 
by Sindhia, a.Kl requested the British Government that they should bo 
restored to him. This was refused. The Raja highly resented tho 
refusal, and shewed lus ill feeling by joining an insurrection against tho 
Chief of Bharatpur, who had been taken under British protection. IIo, 
however, subsequently made humble professions of submission, and was 
pardoned. j 

Harbakfeh Pal died without issue in 1838, and was succeeded bv 

Pratiip Pal a near relation. During the reign of this

prince, Karauli presented a scene \)f disorder and tBinutc. 
I’hc cxchccpicr was quite empty, and tho Raja attempted to replanisli it 
by heavy exactions from his subjects. The violence and oppression 
with which tliese exactions were carried ou served to make the people 
his enemies, and they rose in a body against him. Four times was a 
British ofliccr deputed to Karauli to settle this state of affairs, but with 


very little success. In tho midst of these disturbances Platap died in 


Nnrsingh Pal, 


18i8. As he left no children, Narsingh Pal, a minor rela¬ 
tive was adopted by the family as his successor. The British 


Government at first withheld its recognition of the adoption. Tho 


State was in debt to tho Government to the amount of 1,54,312 Rupees 


which was payable by instalments, but up to this time not a single 
instalment bad been paid. The British Government therefore insisted 


in the payment of the first instalment before they would recognise tho 
adoption. After much difficulty the sum was procured, and as tho 
troubles in Karauli had increased. Government “ deemed it expedient 


to recognise tho succession of Narsingh Pal, warning him that payment 
of the debt would be exacted- .At the same time an agent was deputed 
to Karauli with instructions io exercise the direct management of affairs’* 
during the minority of the Oiiief. 

Narsiugh^Pal died in 1852. Before his death he had adopted Bharat 
Pal, a distant kinsman as his successor. The adoption was recognised 
by tlio Home Government. But as it was afterwards found on enquiry,

the late C^hief, and the omission of certain necessary ceremonie.s and

Madan Pal a neiirer relation was accopted by the llauis, hy nine of the 
most iiiilueutiiil Tliakiirs, by throe-fourths of the lesser feudal Chiefs of 
the State, aii l :>y the general feeling of the country, tho-recognition of 
the former was caneellod, and Madan Pal was recognised as 
successor to tho State (1854). The direct iiitcrferenco of 
the Political Agent was withdrawn, and the agency abolished in 1855.'*" 
Afsims tlio During the Sepoy Mutiny Maharaja Madan Pal asKi.■^ted the 
jiliijilisU Brith'h Govennnent tothe bestof his power.

Mutijiy. Government remitted his debt, conferred on him a dross of 
honor, and raised his salute for life only from 15 to 17 guns. But though 
*^■10 ai'tount due to the Bj'itish Government was remitted, the pecuniary 
embarrassment of the Maharaja did not cease. Tn 1859, an Agent was sent 
to Karauli to assist the Maharaja in the adjustment of his debts, with 
iiistructious to advise as a friend and not to act as an authoritative 
controller of affairs." lie was withdrawn in 18G1. Maharaj.i ISladim 
Pal was al.'o created a Knight Grand Commander of the Most Exalkd 
Order of the Star of India. He died iu 18G9, and his ncpliew Bao 
Laichuiaii Pal of Hadouti was selected as his successor, but he died 
before lii.s installation and Jai Singh Pal “ a descendant of Karalh Pal 
second son of Maharaja Dharm Pal, the common ancestor of the family,'*

» Chapter IX.—Kishengarh. 

This jirinclpality lies between the territories of Ajniir and Jaipur. 
It covers an area of 724 square miles, and contains a population of 
]05,U00 souls. The gross revenue is estimated at Us. 13,00,000, of 
winch about two lakhs of Rupees are expended yearly for charitable 
pur]»oses. The army of the State consists of 550 cavalry, 3,500 inf.intiy, 
30 guns, and 100 artillerymen. 

The “ family of Kishengarh is an offshoot from Jodhpur.” The, 
KMieii State derives its name from the founder Kishen Singit, ninth 
SiLigli, the of Raja Udai Singh of Marwar. Kishen Singh had a 
quarrel for superiority with his eldest brother Sur Singh, 
the heir to the throne and left his native country accompanied by a few 
followers. He repaired to the mountainous country, east of Ajinir, 
where he laid the foundation of an independent principality known as 
Kisliengarli A. I). 1G13. 

The early history of Kishengarh is very obscure. It presents little 
Ealmdur Worthy of record pievious to the reign of Raja Bahadur 

Biiigh. Singh who occupied the throne towards the latter part of 

the ciglitoentli century. It was through his treachery, that the Mahrattas 
obtained complete victory over the combined forces of Jaipur and Jodhpur 
at the fatal battle of Mairta, and that the whole of Rajputana eamo 
under their arras. Raja Bahadur Singh was succeeded by his son Kalian 
Kalian Siu^li. Singh. This chief entered into a treaty with the Englijh by 
which ho was taken under the protection of the British Gov- 
Treaty. crument on condition of his acknowledging the superiority 
of the latter, and agreeing to»act in subordinate co-operation with it. 
Shortly after the conclusion of this treaty, Kalian Singh became inv&lved 
Dispute with ^ dispute with his nobles which cost him his throne, 
tliu nobles, quarrel arose from an attempt on the part of the chief 

to commute to a money payment, the personal services due to him by hi.? 
feudatories. This the nobles refused, and one among their number, the 
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Thakur of Fatteligarh declared himself iiulependonfc. The Raja assem¬ 
bled his men to crush the Thakur, but suddenly left Kisliengarh and 
repaired to Delhi where he “ busied hiingelf in buying honorary piiviloges 
IVom th(^Emperor.” He was, however, soon recalled to his country where 
the state of afli' nhad become seriously alarming. On his return he levied 
an army and suinmoning his vassals, marched against the rebellious chiefs; 
but one by one his troops deserted him and ho fled to Ajinir whcnco he 
appealed to the British Government for aid. But the Government 
refused to interfere. Meanwhile the revolted chiefs had not been inactive. 
They proclayped Krthi Singh, infant son of Kalian Singh, as RhI.i, and 
laid siego to the town of Kisbengarh. They were at the point of cap¬ 
turing the city 'when matters vrere settled by the intervention of tlio 
^^itic:^! Agent. The Raja feturned to Kishengarh. But he had rendered 
MdTiliam country too hot for him by his previous (jonduet; ho 

►Saigli. therefore abdicated the throno infavor of his son Mokham 
Singh, and retired fi'om Kisbengarh. Raja Mokham Singh died in 1809, 
and was succeeded by liis ado]ited son Pirthi Singh who was raised to 

Prillii Siuf^L throne in 1840. The reign of this prince has been a 
].caceful one, nothing having occurred to disturb the trair 
cjuility of the State. The relation of His Highness Maharaja Pirthi 
Singh witli tiie British Government continues to be cordial, and he main¬ 
tains a friendly intercourse with his feudatories. His Highness the 
MaliHruja is favorable to education, which has made some progress during 
his reign. Besides a Hindi and Urdu School at the capital, throe V^erna- 
cular Schools liave been recently established which are all maintained by 
the State, but .»•: yet no English School lias been opened. There is no 
regular Dispens.iry in the State, but Muhammadan Hakims and Bhai- 
dyas are enijiloyed to treat patients. The administration of justice in 
Kisheiigarh deserves notice. There are five Civil Courts, one in each of 
tlie chief cities in the Parganiias of SurwWir and Rupnaghar, and two 
L'lwtr Courts, and one Appellate Court at iSie capital. Besides these, 
there arc four other courts for the trial of criminal eases. 

His Highness Maharaja Dhiraj Maharaja Prithi Singh Sahib Baha¬ 
dur was jirescnt at the Darbar, held by His Royal Highness the Prince 
of Wales at Agia. The Maharaja made some presents to the Prince, 
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Tpho in sQtiirn gnvo him a gun carrying 1G Inillots at a llmo, a f.\voi\lj a 
golden medal, si.^niig and a watch with golden chain. 

Ilis Highness the Maharaja was also present at the Irajicrial As^em- 
Id.ige, held at Delhi on the 1st, January 1877, where he was met with a 
friendly recejltion from His Excellency Lord X^ytton, the Viceroy and 
lucroaso o£ l^overnor General, and received an increase of salute from 
salute. 15 to 17 guns. The Maharaja, aged 4*1 years, has judicial 
power.s of life and death. His Highness’ eldest son, the heir apparent, 
Maharaja Kumar Sadul Singh Sahib Bahadur is now about 22 years

Chapter X.—Dholpur. 

The territory of Dholpur lies to the east of Karauli. It has an 
area of 1,GOO sijuare miles, and a population of 500,000 souls. Tho 
revenue is c.stiinated at lls, 11,00,000. The army of the Slate consists 
of 2,700 men, 600 cavalry, 3,650 infantry, 32 field guns and lOO 


gunners. 

The Chiefs of Dholpur belong to the Jat tribe, and their ancestors 
were oiiginally landholders of Gohad, a village near Gwuliar. Being 
Rise of tlic industrious, and warlike dispo.sition, they rose into 

fiiiuiiy. importance under the Pieshwa Buji Bao, and assumed 
the title of Lords of Gohad under the suzerainty of the IMalirattas.

rcrr.ni. ll.injit Singh was in the meantime aoknowledgod as Raja of 
^ Bliiiratpur by the death of his nearer ivlations In 1803, 
"cin'ic-K -iity ho entered inffo a treaty of alliance with the British Govern- 
Fn'libh' merit, and as a proof of his sincerity assisted Lord Lake 
with troops in the campaign against Sindhia. For the service, 
ho was rewarded by a grant of the districts of Kishongarh, Katlniwar, 
Rriwari, Gokiil, and Saber. But his fidelity did not coutinue long. 
When the English declared war against liolkar, Ranjit Singh not 
only icfu.scd to furnish tliem with troops, hut secretly as^iHtod Holkar, 
Preaks wiHi and at the end of the campaign, gave him a refuge at his 

ni'iV-i^Tists'’ conduct of the Raja was resented by Govorii- 

Jlolkar, nient, and an army was despatched to invade Bliaratpur. 
Ranjit defended the fortress with great vigour, and repulsed four succes¬ 
sive assaults. But though he was victorious, his resources were nearly 
c.vhaustcil, and he thought it best to make friends with the English. 

Tic, therefore, made advances for peace, and a fresh treaty

' Vris accordingly concluded, by which the Raja agreed to pay 
ail indemnity of twenty lakhs of Rupees, seven of which were after¬ 
wards remitted, and was confirmed in the possession of the territories, 
'which h.' held previous to the accession^of the British Government.

Rfmilhir sons Eaudhir Singh, and Buldeo Singh, occupied 19 years.

In 1869, His Highness Maharaja Jeswant Singh Bahadur G.c s.i., 
assumed the charge of Government. He is a noble and generous 
prince, and an able ruler. lie liberally subscribed Rs. 2,000 to the 
Bengal Relief Fund, and endowed the Mayo College with Rs. 50,000. 

In January 187G, His Highness the Maharaja visited Agra to pay 
Moclgtho his respects to His Royal Highness the Prince of Wales* 
Wales atf and was present* at the European levee held there. Jhe 
Agra. Fiiiice honoured him with a return visit at his capital. His 

Highness thc^ Maharaja was also present at the Imperial Assemblage, 
held at Delhi on the 1st January 1877. Here His Highness was 
created Knight Grand Commander of the Most Exalted Order of the 
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Still'uf India; the invcstliiire of ■which tiiok jilace in the Giwc'rnment 
lIoTise, Calcutta, on tlic Ist January 1S7S, Hiti llighnos.*/jMahai.ija

Tins State lies between Bliaratpur on the cast, and Jai[>ur on tlic 
West, Itsaiea is 3,000 square miles, population 778,59(5 suul.s and 
tsiij*' about lls. 23,005 00. It maintains an aimy ot‘ 2,(i00 cavaliy, 
5,500 infiinti-y, 300 guns, and 300 artillerymen. 

The lamily of Alwar beloftgs to the Knrnka tribe of the TlaJiiuls. 

The founder of the State was Pratap Singh a nohlcman of 

X ^ firap 

Sniyli. the Jaipur, who held the jughir of Machcri m ^Mi'wat. During 
ioumlcr. confusion uhicli prevailed in Jaipur ton aids the second 

half of the «ighteentli conturj'', Piatap declared him.scdf independent, 
and iiSBimieil the title of Rao Raja of Macheri. To the teintoiy thus 
acquired he .idded the fort of Alwar with the adjoining pi,ices, wliich ho 
conqueied fioin Bliaratpur, and formed them into a separate i>niicipa- 
lity. 

Pratfi]! Singh died about the year 1802, and -was succeeded by 
liaklitawar adopted son Bakhtawar Singli. Boon after his acecs- 
.Siuyli, Bion. this prince entered into a tri'aty with the British 

licaty. Government, by which he was assured of protection on con¬ 

dition of his supplying troojis in time of war (1803). During llio 
campaign against the Mahrattas, Bakhtawar Singh lieartilj'- co-operated 
■with Lord Lake, and was rewarded bi^ the English General with aii 
accefision of territory yielding seven lakln? of Rupees, and about the 
Bametimo be made ever to the British Government three districts in 
exchange for the pargannas of Tijara, Taiuikoa, and Knltllinan. 

In 1811, Raja Bakhtawar Singh incurred the displea.sure of 
Goverinneut by inteiferiug in the affairs of Jaipur, and a frcfsh treaty 
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wap coiK^ludcd witli him, by which lio w.as expressly jn'ohibited iider- 
cfnirse wiiii other States. The Raja, liowover, did not respect this agn'c- 
iiKMit long. Ill 1SJ2, he unlawfully took possossion of Dhobi, nuil 
Sikiawa,. two forts belonging to J.aipiir. Tlio Bntisli ro.sidont at Delhi 
having m \ aiup’emonstrated with him to restore those places, the *Kngli!-h 
(ioiei'iiiiiont .sent an army to invade Alwar. Intimidated by the iie.ir 
njtproiich of Thitish troops Bakhtawar Singh submitted, at the same time 
gave up the usurped places, and paid three lakhs of Rupees as expensi’s 
ol tlie expi'dition. 

Baklitawar Singh died in 1815, and was succec^ded on the throne 
i)y his nephew Bam Singli, a minor who only found liiiusclf 
. 1111 , jiioii. title; the real power of the Slate falling 

into th<‘ hambs of Balwnut Singh an illegitir^.vto son of the late R,ir|a, 
who was suppoited by a strong Miibiirmnadan faction headed by Nawab 
Alimad Bav Khan. Bani Singh having come of ago severely felt the 
nsstramt juit uiion him, and taking advantage of an absence of N.iwab 
Ahmad R.iv KJian, who had gone on a visit to the Ihifci^h Rcsidi it at 
Delhi, lie seized and imprisoned Balwant Singh, and sent hired Agents 
to muider the Nawab, but the would-be as.sa^ins having hetui detected 
the eiime wa'. traced to tlio instigation of certain persons at the cmirt 
of Ahvai, and the Re.sident consequently demanded tlie surrender of 
thc'^e men. This, tlio Raj.i declined to do and peisisted in his refusal, 
until tho advance of an Engli.3ii army under Lord Conihermere foiccd 
iiiiii to comply. Ue was at the same time required to lihciate Bahvant 
Singh, and make pimisiou for him and his family. Bani Siugh reigned 
Sbvoial years after this, but his conduct was always defiant towauls the 
English. He died in 1857, leaving the throne to his son Slieodaii Singli, 
Wieodiui thirteen years old. During the minoi ity of Slieod.iii, 

f^ingh. the Rajput nobles rose and expelled tlie Huhammadan 
miuistoi’ri who had acquired great inlluence over the young prince I hs- 
ordor jirevailcd however to so great an extent, that Government Lhonglit 
fit to mterfero; and a Council of Regency was formed to conduct tho 
adminihtrntiofi of the State presided overLy a Political Agent. 

In 180.1, the Maharaja Rao attained his majority and assumed tlie 
reins of Govornmeut. The Political Agent, however, was to remain at 
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Alw.ir for a further jH'rio«l of two years. Upon llie withdraw.^ of this 
ofUcer the nff.iirs of the State a"aiii fell into disorder, and afL\:r repeated 
IVprivf'd Warnings Sheodan Singh was deprived of [)ower, and assigned 
of puwci. {j of H-npees fifteen thousand per inonsorn for his per- 
sonal expend,' .,i, and a Council of management with ail^ritish oflieer 
!is ifs prorthh.ut was formed to administer the State (1870). The Raja 
Rao, liowever, still continued to oppose all measures of reform, and to 
sow seeds of di^eord amongst his nobles. At last he was distinctly 
ijifoi’ined, that if any disturbance took place lie would be removed from 
Alwar. Tins warning had the desired effect, and checked all his disturb- 
'iiff influences. 

111 October 1874, Raja Rao Sheodan Singh breathed his k'it; and 
as he died without issue, M.angal Singh, son of Hardoo Singh 
Siii'ili. of the Tliana fainilj’’, was elected to the throne by the majo- 
iiiy of the nobles, and his accession recognised by the British (J-oveiu- 
incnt. Pandit Manphul, c. S. J., has been appointed guardian to His 
lliglinoss the Maha Rao Raja. The Pandit has leceivoil the designa¬ 
tion of ‘‘ n wall’’ at the Delhi Darbar as a mark of personal distinction. 
Tiie Regency Council is composed of the members Pandit Riqinarain 
Rai iiahadm , TJiakur IRaugal Singh Rui Bahadur, Thakur Baldeo Singh, 
and Rao Gopal Singh j of whom the two former have received the 
title of “ Rai liahadur” at tho Delhi Darbar, held on the Ist January 
1877.

Fiom Baja Bai Singh to Baja Gaj Singh seven princes occupied, 

Seven sneers- throne of Bikanir.

Surat S!ng4. was a bold 
and licterruined c]>aracter; ho carried his arms against the 
Hhatis, and str’pj'ed them of several of their possessions. But in an 
evil hour lie inteifered wil^i tho affairs of Jodhpur, and supported tlie 
claims of Hhokat Singh, pO'.thuinous son of Bhirn Singh to the throne. 
He spent all his resources in this fruitless attempt, and to replenish has 
oxdieipicr be liecame exacting and oppressive to his subjects, couse- 
(picntly confusion and anarchy prevailed in the State. The noble,s defied 
‘>f the Crown, And the people rose in open rebellion, TIio 
po.dtion of fSiirat Singh now became so critical that he was in danger 
of losing his throne ; but he was saved by an alliance with the British 
Government, By this treaty Government agreed to protect 
the territories of BikaHir, and to reduce the rebellious Kub- 
jeots to sc'.jL-ction, and the Raja Was bound to co-ojiciute with the 
Hnglihii in t'lne of war.

Soon after his accession, this prince invaded JiiHalinir 
J.ai.T,M Singh revenge some injuries received from that State. Th(‘ 

Tho 
Ciiieft, however, wore prevontv'd from entering into any act's of ho.stility 
by the intervention of the British Government, and the di.spato was 
BcLiled through the arbitration of the Kuna of Goliad, But a com 
pleie reconciliaGon was not efi'ected till the year iSS-i, when both tho 
Rajas relinqiiusi ed onemity towards each other, and entered into a firm 
compact of friendship. Rataii Singh died in 1852, and was succeeded 
Nirdar Sirdar Singh. D,uring the Mutinies of 3 856-57, 

this Prince, rendered valuable services to the British 
Assists tilo Goveniiu' nt, and was rewarded with the grant of forty-one 
dmuu^'\he Villages, which formerly belonged to the Sft'sa District. 
Mutiny, gut his mal-admmisiration of these villages, and continual 
disjnites svith bis nobles rendered the intervention of the British 
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Govemm''nt nccessitry. Tlio Eaja pr(imiLSt.>cl to reform the mlniinis- 
Ir.itiou, and aj ^'oluted a (Jouncil to ftssi&b his minister in the manage' 
in<'ut of athiirs. lie died in May 1872. As he left no children a 
Connell of State was formed xinder the supervision of a British^officer 
to indiiiinister the State. After .sometimo Dungnr Slngli, a 
distant relation of the Itaja was elected to the throne, and 
his succession was recognised by Government The Stale 
Council continues to carry on the administration. It is [)rcsideJ 

ovci hy Ijil Singh, the father of the INIaharaJa, and is conijiosed of 
j\Iah!i riao Ifari Singh, Tlao Jeswant Singli, Meta IM.in, Mul, and 
iMunden Iliralal.

Chapter XIF.—Jaisalmir. 

Tins State lies on the south of Bahawalpur. It has Bikanir on 
the east, Jodhpur on the south, and Smdliia on tho Ave'.t. Its ai'ca is 
12,2r>() square miles, population 7.'),COO souls, and revenue Jlupees 
1,UO,(1UO. The military force consists of 400 infantry, 500 cavalry, 
12 guns, and 20 artillerymen. 

• Tlie ruling family of Jaisalmir belongs to the Bhati tnbi', a branch 
of tho YikIu race, ami clainiiheir descent from Krishna, the hero of 
Mahabharat. Thu Bliatis had settled themselves on tlie north-west 
of the Gieat Indian Desert as early as the beginning of tho eighth cen¬ 
tury of the Christian era. lii A. D. 115G, their Chief Jaisalji or Jai®al 
Jaisrxl Rawal, city of Jaisalmir, and hud the foundalion 

tbe loimdcr. of this principality. Jaisal llauai died in 1108.

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The fi rst century of its existence was a period of prp?*fprity for 
^ ^ Jaisalmir. The llawals who succeeded Jaisaljt, viz., Salwalian 

by povcii Bijalji, Kailanji, Chachnii L, Karranji, Lakliar Sen, and 

princes., p with one or two cxccjitions were all brave and wise 

men, and the St'ite flor.rished under their able adininistriition. Bo'>ides 
the isolated positiuu of the countiy, and the hairennehS of its soil, 
rendered \*ery littlo temptation to the several bodies of invaders, who 
from time to time ravaged the more fertile States of Ilindustan. lint 
at the close of the century the peace of the country was distuibod by 
an invasiorf'of the Massalmans. Aboxit the year 1285 Jaisalmir “was 
subjected to asdge from the troops of the Emperor Alla-ii-din Khilji," 
Jaitsi Hawaii w’as then the rcigmng prince He valiantly 
defended ills capital against the beseigiiig army, and lepnlsed 
them several times with heavy loss. The invaders wotild have boim 
obliged to abandon their attempt had Jaitsil. lived tocundned theopi'ra- 
tions of the wav ; hut unfovtunatel 3 'for the country he died in 1291, 
and soon aficr the .succession of his son Mulr.aj ; Jaisalmir fell into the 
liands of the Muhammadans, All the inhabitants were 
IIjq svvord, and none escaped the general massacre 
except the two nephews of Mulraj who were taken to Delhi. Here 
they entered into the imperial service, and graduall_y rose in the favour 
of their master. At last the Emjicror w'as pleased to confer on Gliur- 
satji, the elder brother, Ids paternal territories, (lliurs.atji 
Gbursatji. i.jitnmeJ to Jaisalmir, and with the aid of bis followers 
succeeded in establisliiiig peace and order tbrougliout the country. 
Kcharji. Siiortly after he died, and was succeeded by liis younger 

Followed by brother Keharji. From Keharji to Jeswaut Sin*,^^ fourteen 
princes, viz., Lachmanji, Birsi, Chacluiji II., Dave Dass, 
Jaitsi II., Karransi, Lunkaran, Baldoo, Il.ir Baj, Bhim, 
Manohar Das, Ram Chandra, Sabbal'Singh, and Amur Singh, ruled 
over Jaisalmir. Tlicy were all able rulers, and it was under them, that 
the country recovered from the effects of the MuhaiuTnadan compicst, 
and regained its former pvo.spcrity. But witii the reign of Jeswant 
Jeswaut Singh, who succeeded to power in 1702, the State began 

biugh. rapidly to decline. During a rule of twenty years he lost

povctul righ possessions wliieh wore wrested from him by tlio Uahtors, iind 
Sy,^IhiliawaI Khan. Ilis sou Ukklii wlio succeodcd 

Ukklii Snioh. 17'22, was also stripped of the districts of Door.nYal 

aud Kliadal by the ruler of Bahawalpiir. ^ 

Ukklii riiflgh was followed on the throne by Mulraj II. (17G2). 
The adiuinistratiou of this jirince was rendered moniorable 
by the atrocities of his miniater Salim Singh (soji of Sarup 
Singh) who was Wrtually ruler of the State. Salim was as unseui- 
pulous as he was uniinncipled. Ho put to death nearly all the rela¬ 
tives of the Rawiil, interrupted the travle of the cbimlr^ by heavy 
extortions from the merchants, and depopulated the city of Jaisalmir 
by his cruelty. It was in this reign that the relations of Jaisalmir with 
the Etiyrlisk first commenced, lu 18IS, a tieaty^*u/eou- 
eluded witli Mulraj If. by which the State was guaranteed 
to his postei’ity. The llawal was to act in subordinate co-operatioii 
with the British Government and was to bo protected from serious 
invasions and dangers to his State, provided tlio cause of the tpuirrel 
was not attributable to him. Mulraj If. died in 1820. His grandson 
G.ij Singh, a minor was raised to the throne by tlie minister. 
JTuur years later Salim died, aud Wiis succeeded in his 
offieG of minister by his eldest son. This man po-sessed all the vices 
of his fathor. lie murdered his stepbrother who was associated with 
liim ill the luinlstry. Eor this act, Giij Singh who had by this timo 
attained his majority caused bun to bo imprisoned. 

Maharawal Gaj Singh on assuming the adiiuuistration of the 
State in las own hands ; gamed great popularity by Ins 
just and conciliatory measures. He also pio\ed ]iim»'.,If 
liiiiiu:^ the a faithful ally to the British Goveriimeut by reiifleihig tiiem 
valuable asshtanee during the Paiijab Gamji.dgii. lie died 
in 184G, and was ■succeeded by his nephew Maharawal 
Siu”li*' Ranjit Singh. In 18G2, this prince loceived a sauiiad Troni 
tlyj British Government guamiitoeing the piivilege of adop¬ 
tion. He died illuue 1804, aud was followed on the throne by his 
younger brother Bairi Sal, the present Maharawal. His

Chapter XV—Serohi.

Chapter XVL—Dungarpur.

Tjtk territory of Dungarpur lies to the soiitli of IMowar, and its 
soil is mostly steiile. It is fall of deserts and woods, containing a 
variety of timber trees, having several lulls and hilloek', .scattered o\er 
the surface. The stones which are found in the hills arc gimerally 
oniameutal, and among thorn the stone Parraw.i ns made into images 
apd puts of v.ivious sort.s. Tho ohief towns are Dimgarpnr, Sagwara, 
Gulliacot, Auspiir, and Jkxnkor*. The area of the State is 1,000 squaie 
miles, population 100,000 ^ouls, Hcvenue Rs. 1,50,000, and the triinite 
Rs. 5d7,H87. ,lthas an s/my of 400 cavalry, 1,000 infantrjg and four 
guns. * 

The RawaK of Dungarpur are descended from the same stock as 
the Ranus of Udaipur. Like most of the Rajput States, this princi- 
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palily had snocessivi^ly aeknowlc(l|;od tlio supremacy of the^ Aloglials

But this arraugeuieiit by winch sovereign power was invested in one 
who lived away from the State, and had Iik- own caies and re.'.ponsibi- 
lith's, only oeeasioned nniL-h disoider and disturbance lu Duiigarpur. 
JiiSwauL SiiigU made an ell'ort to recover his lo.^t authority’^ but failed, 
and v as . unuved to IMatluiva, where he was placed under strict sur¬ 
veillance. MalaLlmiiiisivixtlon still continued to prevail, theiefore in 
1852, tlu British liove<tfln#it removed all power out of the hands of 
the regont| and appoiftfced'a Native Agent to conduct the affairs of 
the State. 

Ills lliglinoss ^lahaiawal Udai Singh Bahadur attained his majority

Ifiiiulihli dui- tho Sepoy Mutiny he rendered valuablo services to the 

Goveruuient. He is an able ruler, and has added 
M the proKsperiby of the State by his mild and judicious 
measures, llis charitable works are worthy of ineiitioii. He lias 
expended largo sums in the coustructipn of roads, temples, and iiims 
thioughout his territories, but his most •renowned gift througliout 
llindustau is of the stone images which arc ili^uually disbiibuted with- 
out number amongst Sudhus and Brahmins. ^

Chapter XVII—Banswarra. ' ' 

TriE area of Banswarra is 1,500 srpiare miles, population 1.50,000 
souls, and the revenue Rupees 3,00,000 of whicdi tlie feudatory chiefs 
receive Rupees 1,10,000. Trihube Rupees 30,120. The null‘ary force 
of the State consists of 60 cavalry, 500 infantry, three guns, and tw'onty 
gunners. 

The family of Banswarra claims affinity witli the Ranas of Udaipur, 
being descended from the same stock. The principality itself culginally 
formed a portion of Mewiir, and assumed independence under a yonngor 
hianeli of the House of Dungarpur. The connection of the State with 
British power commenced in A. D. 1818, when a treaty was concluded

Singh, who had been adopted by llawiil Jeswant Singh of 
Pnngarpur was now recalled to the throne, lie accordingly tclin- 
qui.sh(‘d lii.? claim.s on Dnn£rar[)nr to Udai Singh, son of the Thakur of 
Sahli, and assumed theorems of his paternal dominion. Dalpat Singh 
acted also for sometime as regent for Pungarpiir during the minority 
of its chief, hut this arrangement being higidy' incoiiveulont for him ha 
at last left the regency, and confined hiuiscdf to Partahgaili. P.ilfiafc 
Singh died after a reign of 20 years, and was siieceeded by 
his own son Udai Singh, the present IMahiirawal.

Section ITT.—CENTRAL INDIA AND MALWA. 

Chapter I.~Gwaliar. 

OwAi.TAR or the dominion of Sindhia is a large and irregnlar- 
>hapcd rountry stretching from near tlie Gulf of Ivamlxav to tlio banks 
ol the .lainna. On the west and north it is sep.arated from Rajputana 
and the North-Western Provinces by the river Cliamhal ; on tlie east 
ii I'lS BundeJkliand and the Central Provinces, and on the south the 
Stato.s of Bhopal and Dhar. Ifc omljracos an area of 33,119 square 
uiik'H, and contains a population of 2,500^000 souls. The revenue is 
cst.mated at Rupees 1,20,09,000, of whicu ^Ihe grtator portion is 
derived from land t.ax. A sum of Rupees 19,00'* is annually contri- 
hulcd towards Malwa Bhil Corps. The State maintains an army of 
6,000 cavalry, 5,000 infantry, and 48 guns. 
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RaVji Sindhia, the founder of this State, came of a respectable 
Ranoji impoverished Miihratta family' near SatLara, and began 

Siudhia. lif(i as the sslipper-bearer of the Peishwa* Eaji Rao. By 
the carcfiij performance of this menial duty ho attracted the notice of 
his master, wljo elevated him to tho command of the body*-guard. 
From that time the rise of Ranoji was rapid lie soon didtinguished 
himself as one of tlie most daring and formidable leaders of the 
Mahratta army, and acquired several possessions in Aliflvva, The 
Peishwa also granted liitn a jaghir for the support of his troops. Ilt 3 
died in 17o0. After the fatal battle of P.inipat fonglit^in the 3 ’oar 1701, 
the Sindhia family lost with their Chief Jaiikaji (who was’Slaiii in the 
Ma.llioji contest) all their acquisitions in Malwa. IMadheji Siudhia 
biuiUii.i. illegitimate son of Ranoji wA now recognised as tho 

liead of his fathei’s house, and succeeded to such of his paternal estates 
as were still left. M.idhuji was a man of strong and determined cha¬ 
racter. lie uniti'd in himself all the qualities of a brave warrior and a 
wise statesman. The principal object he had in view was to create a 
■principality for himself and his heirs, and he succeeded. In 176*1, ho 
led an artnv into Hindustan, and established his authority in tlie country 
north of the Niirliada. Up to the year 1773 Madhaji Sindliia had 
acted in subordination to the Peishwas, acknowledging tdieir suproinae}-, 


leading tlieir troops into the field and fighting their battles ; but at 
the close of the year an event happened which put an end to tlu^ reda- 
tion. In 1774, llaghoiiath llao succeeded to the rei'hwashi|). The new 
Pcishwa was an enemy to IMadhaji, and had fornierl}' opposed the claims 
of the latter to liis paternal estates. Consequently on lljighonalh’s 
accession to power, Sindhia together with Takaji Holkar openly 
declared war against him. In the contest whidi followed, Madhaji 
first came in contact with the English, who had espoused tho cause of 
Raghonatli Rao. A body of ^English troops was sent to invade 
Siiidhia's dominions. Afteijpseveral reverses on both sides the co^flico 


■* Tlie Pcishwa tlie title of Uic Prime Minister of Mabrattn kings Da 
the decline of the ^5^1 power the Peihhwas asbumed iudcpcudencc, and CoUb- 
lished a principality for themselves at Puna,

In 1782, through tho 
iuterveiition of Madhaji peace was concluded with tho Mahrattas by 
the treaty of Salbyo, and he was rewaided for his good olTicos in 
cliecting ili^’ peace, wnlh the grant of the district and town of Eliarocli. 
Aftti tUwconclusion of tins treaty Madhaji was left to pursue his own 
course unmolested; the English occupied with tho affairs of ISlaisiir, 
where the Chief Tippn Sultan had assumed an hostile attitude against 
them, not caring to interfere. Siiullua took no part lu the wars wdiieli 
followed, but availed him.'.elf of the oppoitunity to strengthen his 
army, to wrest Gwaliar I'loni the liana of Goliad and to consolidate 
hih pi 'isessions in Upjier and thmtral India. ITo next attenijited to 
I'-xteud his power over the Northern parts of Hindustan, and in tho 
DekhaiJ. Tho former he accomplished by possessing himself of tJic 
person of tho Moghal Kuqieror, and eorrying his aims into the eountiy 
of the Uapmts. To eflect tlie latter, ho aspired to Ix'como tin; prime 
minister of tho Peishwa. Could ho succoed, he would hold his Mahratta 
rivals under control. .’Miidliaji proceeded to Puna. Hero liis views were 
advanced by a quarrel botwcon the Peishwa Madho llao and his minister 
Nana Earnavese. But unfortunately at the very threshhold of success 
lie fell ill 11 lid died (1791). 

Madhaji llao Sindhia was succeeded by his grand nephew Haolat 
Dnolnt Rao Sindhin. This prince though young in years inherited 
Siudiua. the courage and military s[nrit of his piedecessor, Pobsess- 
ing a large and well-regulated army, he acquir^.^ a great a«cendaiicy^ over 
the other Mahratta princes. In the contest for \mccession which fol¬ 
lowed the death of Mutlliu Rao Peishwa, he took tlie j-art of Baji llao 
and succeeded in raising him to the vacant Pcishw^abhip. lie then 
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cntcre(l%nto a quarrel with Jeswant Kao Holkar, an<l usurped several 
of his pofibf‘aiR,iona. These ])etty successes induced him to try his 
strength with the English. Wlieu in 1802, the Pcishwa accepted the 
protection oX the British Government, and agreed to receive an English 
foicc ill his deftninions. Sindhia not only refused to become a party to 
the alliance, but openly intrigued with the R.ija of Berar to deb'at its 
object. Ail attemjits of the British Governnieut for an amiable settle- 

, iiient were in vain. Lord Wellesley, the tben Governor

Hiie 
ex]i''mscs of ihu' r'ntingent were defiayed partly fiomtlie.se rovenui'S, 
.in’ piitly fioiii “ the icvenucs of the Sagar di.striets and the fnhutes 
lioui the llajput Hta'es.” Janokji Rao tlieJ in 1813. He had no sou 
and had not noniinatcd his heir, llis widow Tara Bai, therefore, with 
thv. con.seur >■! ^ he prinei[ial iioblcp, adopted Bagiiat Buo, son of 
Jlanwaut liao, ne.irest thougli very distant relative of the late 
Maharaja. The Jidojdiou was appioved by the British Government, and 
the boy w’as jiiaced on tiie mni>na<l ‘with the title of Maharaja Alijali 
Jiaii Itao iSiiidhia. The Mamah Sahib was appointed iTgent 

Smdlna. during the priue«’s minority. Tara Bai fearing th.it her 
authority i#uld he supii-seded, entered into an intrigue agaiifst the 
regent hi concert witlymc Dada Klmsji-wala, a man of some influence 
in the Court. Not^thstaiiding the remonstrances of the British Resi¬ 
dent the IMamarf^hib was dismissed, and Dada Khasji-wala was selecN-d 
Lo till his place. This was a most injudicious selection. The Dada 
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wag a moat “ Imliulont, rostlo?'*, and int.rig'uing’ apirlL; an^oc/eniy of 
pnlilic oi'der and a fumonfor of (roublcH with Iiis iieighV’^l's,” In all 
liis actg lie ahowed liiinaolf hostile to the English. He gained over a 
large lyiml-or of Iho troops to his side by ]>romLReR and rewards ; dis¬ 
missed th" ' officers of the State who were fiiendly to thebnlcrcst of the 
Briti'-h (io.’i mraont, and replaced them by his own eieatures. 

These^prooi edmgs could not fail to attract the notice of the Biitish 
Govcniincut. The removal of Dada Khasji-wala was demanded as the 
condition of re-establishing fiiendly relations with tlie State, and a force 
was inarcdial out iso enforce the demand. On the near ajtproach of the 
troops the Dada was surrendered. It now rernaiudlto make arrange¬ 
ments for iJie proper administration of the State. 'J’lie CJovernor 
General lord Ellcnborougfi projiosod to discuss the matter in a personal 
iiiteiview with Tara li.ii, and the young IM.iliaraj.i on the 2Gtli of Decem¬ 
ber liSlIh Tlie interview, however, did not take place; the Ilani and 
Maharaja Jiaji Tlao Sindhia having been held in restraint by the nuiti- 
nous soldnuy. The Englihli army was thereupon ordered to march upon 
GivalLi" They were mot by a large body of the Gwaliar troops, jind 
infliett'd upon them two successive defeats one at Maliarajpur and ano- 
ilier at rhiuniar. Gwaliar now lay at the mercy of the Governor 
General. A treaty was concluded with the Llaliaraja by which it was 
agreed, that te-rntories yielding eighteen lakhs a year should be ceded 
to the Britibh Government for the maintenance of a contingent force, 
and other binds for the pav'mont of the debts of llm State to Britisli 
GoATnunent and the expenses of the war ; that the army should bo 
reduced to (i.OOO cavalry, 3,000 infantiy, and 200 gunners with 32 
guns; that the Government during the minority should be conducted 
according I-* the advice of the British licsident, and that the just 
territorial rights of the Gwaliar State bliould be muintainod by the 
Briti-h Govamment. i 

'On attaining majority Ills Highness ]\Siharaja JiajiHflao Sindhia, 
was entrusted with the full administration o£ the State (1854). In 
aflairs of Government he was guided by the adA^ of his wise and able 
minister DinkiivEao, who assisted in reforming thc'Siiternal adminis¬ 
tration of the State.

AVIll’ll however, I'antia Topi entered Gwaliar, the Ttlahamja mms 
ih’scrted l»y his troop-s, and obliged to fly for safety to Agr.*. lie was 
liiiwev^er simmi restored to his e.ipital by Sir Hugh Rose and Sir Colin 
C:itn[d)ell who beat back the rebels from Gwali.ir. This fidelity to the 
Ihitish (.lovernment did not go uiirewarded.. The Mahal■aj^^ fc'iis riMtored 
lands ueblLiig three l.ikhs of liu[)ees a year, and was periinlf.ed to rai'.e 
Ills nif.mtry tiom 3,000 to /),b00 men, ami his guns fiom 32 to 30.

Chapter II.--Indor, 

Tuts principality is compiised of two detached portions separated 

from each other by the States of Jaora and Gwaliar. Tlie northern 

* 

part is watered by the river Cluinbal and its tributaries, and the 

southern m cupies a portion of the valley of the Narbada. The area 

of Iiulor is 8,015 square iiiiles, and its population about 635,450 souls. 

The Revcnu.-i is Rupees 50,00,000, and the annual contribution towards 

Malwa Bhil Corps is Rupees 23,81,520. The army comprises 3,109 

regular, and 2,150 irregular infantry ; 2,l00 regular, and 1,200 irregular 

cavalry, 340 artillurymen, and 24 field guns. \ 

The origin of this State is contemporaneous!., with that of Gwaliar. 

*■ 

Malhar Rao founder MalKar Rao Holkar I., Us^^ahratta, was the 
llolkar 1. gQn of a shepherd in the village of Hm on the Nira. 
•Possessing a courage and ambition beyond his sphere, Malhar Rao 
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Ilolkn^I, disdiiined the humble duties of his station, and exchanged the 
liouk for th^word. About the year 172i, he entered the army of the 
Peisliwa as Coinniandcr of 500 horse. In tliis service he soon dintiii- 
guirthed himself and rapidly rose to the lirst rank among the J'Jiihratla 
Chiefs. Aflci* the conquest of ISIalwa in 1735, ho was left in coininanJ 
of the Mahratta forces, to the north of the Narbada, witli Iiidor and a 
largo portion of concpiered country assigned to him for thei^ support. 
From this time the career of Malhar Hao Ilolkar I. wa.s one of 
uninterrupted success. He carried his depredations far and wide and 
made tlie power of his arms felt wherever lie went.* incursions 

served to extend both hi.s po^ses.sions and his fame, wliieh stood only 
second to that of Madliaji Siudhia amonjj the ]\Tahrattas. After the 
ov«M'thro\\ of tliG IMahrattas at Fainpat (1761), Ilolkar letuTiied to and 
diieetcd his attention to consolidating and Sstrengthcning his numerous 
conquests. ITo died in 1765 at tlie good old age of seveuty-six, and 
TMah Rao succeeded by his grandson Mali Eao Holkar, an idiot 

This prince did not survive long; and on his dca.li which 
liappenud nine mouths after, the administration of the State 
fell into the hands of his mother the renowned Ahalya I»ai * 
This admirable woman was the ornament of her sex. Pious, 
energetic, and active, she possessed all the quulaics of a thorough 
statesman. Her virtue, her prudence, the quickness of her intellect, 
the firmnG.SR of lier character, her strong sense of the duties of her 
position, her unremitting attention to busines.s, lior public and private 
charities, and above all her affection towards her people and her const.mt 
care for their happiness and welfare, gained her the love and veneration 
of her suhiects and the esteem of foreign princes. Soon aftei lier aeces

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•;ion to power sLe selected Tulcfiji Holliar, a man of establislied c4.ai’jicdor 
and well-known merits as Gomrnander-in-Cliief of her and asso¬ 

ciated him in the Government of the State. The thirty years that she 
held its^reins were j'cars of peace for the country and prosperity to the 
j)eoplo ; a*’ ] her death which occni red in 1795, was widely lamented. 
Tul ri)i succeeded on the throne by Tnkaji IJolkar. Tukiiji 

llolkiu'. enjoyed his power for tw'o years and died in J797. 

He loft two letfitimatc sons. The elder Khasi llao was an idiot, 
and the younger Malhar Rao was slain at Puna, leaving a hoy named 
Kliandi llao. Je».\vant llao Holkar, an illegitmiatc son of Tnkaii 
having uiiined over the troops to his side, put aside the claims of Khasi 
Kliniiili IJao assumed the Government in the name of the young 

JI->lK,ii I ^.Kliandi llao Holkar I. 'I’lie young prince, liowcver, was; su'i- 
IJao 8e([uently jioisoned, and the State passed into the hands of 
Jeswaut liao Holkar. This jniiice w'as lemavkahle for liis 
high military talents. His L'liiof ambition was to extend his dominions 
by compiest. Taking advantage of an absence of Daolat Eao Sindhia 
who had proceeded to Piina, he attacked that chief’s dominions which 
he ]dnndered and devastated. He also inflicted a severe defeat on 
^.iijdhia near I'una. Inflated with llns success he inviided the tointorie.s 
■'V.o witli of Britisli Government. In the w'ar which ensued, his 
llic Kiiglisli power was completely hiokeii, and he fled to Puna for refuge. 
Tlutht’V he was pursued liy Tiord Lake, who was determined <o give 
him no respite. At last iiuding all his hujies gone ; he submitted to tlie 
conqueror. A tieaty ivas concluded which deprived him of a 
Iicaty. large portion of his ternlones (ISo.'i). These, however, ivere 
restored to him in the following year. Jeswant llao now einiiloyed 
himself in n-organizing his army. I3iit his locent ill-succoss had ren¬ 
dered him peevish, violent and cruel; and lie had given himself up to 
excessive drinking to keep up his Spirits., This soon brought on insa¬ 
nity < He died insane in 1811. V 

Guiiug his in .unity the ndininistration haashcen conducted by his 

Iklalliar lino coneulnnc Tulrja Bi|^ On his death^^ adopted Maliiai’ 
liolkdi, II. JiaQ Holkar 11., his son by another niistz^^ and carried on 
the Government in his name. But her arrogance and incapacity ot 
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Hilo iilio^fitoil liov siilye'-t-s. Tlio troo[)s o])f'Mly niutitiK'<l nitd tlu'ii’ coiii- 
uuiiid was soi'iSial by I’atlian leadeis hostile to hor interests. 'J'nUa IJai 
tied from tlie capital with the young Malliav Rao, and invoked the ]m’o- 
tection of*-the Jli’iti.sli Govoniinenfc.

This, 
liowovei, was not a happy selection, llari liao was ipiiti; incapable as a 
ruler, and bis mini.stcr Blvaji Phansia who was cMitrustcd with the f.olo 
administration of tlic State, was cruel, oppre-ssiv^e, and avaiicious. An 
attempt was made by the jiartisuns of llie e.\iled IMnrtand Jiao to reiii- 
stite him on the throne. A bodv of armed men entercil the llov.d 
Palace by night w’itli the pur^(^s(^ of assassinating the llaja and bis 
imni.sicr; but their attemy# was frustrated and they were slain •to a 
umn. , 

Han Rao dicdjjji A D. 184.3, and vms succeeded by his adojited 
TvhamUllao son •f'f^u'indi Rao Ilolkai II. Thi.s pnncf'reigned only three 
Holkar ll. months. On hio death without childieii, the Bnlnh tloveiii 
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inonfc with tlip conrnnvnco of the motlier of Huri Rao llolljai selected 
I’nkuji l!ao Tukaji Il.io Ilollviir, tliHj younger son of iJliaf/iiulkar, a, man 
Holkar. qI" same tribe and lineage with Malliar Kao, as succes- 
t^or to tljp throne. This prince then about 10 years of ago .was inst.illed 
to the v.i> i t Gaddi ^20111 of June 1844^). His Iliglhiess Maharaja 
Tidcaji ll, li) HoUv-ar attained his imijoiity in 1852, and assumed the full 
adrniiiistrafioii of Government. His Hii^linesa has aKvays entertained 
a high 1 cg.ird and a friendly feeling towards the British Goveinmcot.

(luiiMKtho Mutiny. Whilst some of the Native riiuees abandoned 
iia my. ^ tbeir cajiitals and Bonglit refuge in tlie Biibi.>h Camp, llis 
Highness linnly stood his ground notwithstanding his safety w'as endan¬ 
gered by^.he disafteclion of a jiortiou of his own troops, and though he 
ioiuid it impossible to prevent an attack upon the llesident, he alibrded 
timely and valuable information to the British Authorities not only in 
llis own teiTitoiics but all around as far as Bombay. Jlis Highness aUo 
gave every possible aid to the Bi itish troops and all'orded shelter in Ids 
pala'-’fi ‘o a large number of English fugitives. I'hese services were not 
left without some acknowledgment at the hands of Goveinrncnt. In 
1SG2, a sannad was granted to him guaranteeing the privdege of 
adoption, yuhseipiently llis Highness was created a Ivinght of the 
Most Exalted Order of the Star of India, His Highness the Maharaja 
is an efficient ruler. Ili^ mcasnrewS for the improvemont of the State 
and li.s clToits to promote the hap[dncss and welfare of his subjects aro 
desoiviiig of the highest coinmeiidation. His Highness is full of energy 
and works harder than the hardest working of his public servants. In 
the cliuici of these he is especially hapjiy; consequently there is much 
more intelligence and fidelity in liis service than can bo ordinarily found 
in Native States. In 1872, His Highness appointed to the office of 
minister Sir T. Madhava Kao a Mahrutta Brahmin, one of the most 
aceotiiplished men of his race. In May 1^7 5, Sir T. Madhava Kao’s 
services were transferred to the Baroda State,v^nd lus cousin Kaglio 
Nath Kao was appointed to*8ucceed him. The\;ew minister is also 
a very able nuiu and enjoys the full confidence of tlio^Iaharaja.

Tlie imbecile Nawab was unable to contend 
and Idali- against tbeso bandes of invaders ; and the State was nearly 
biought to the verge of dobtruction. It was however saved 
hv the arrival Vizir Muhammad, a coii.siii of the Nawnib, 
who had been banished for hi.s rebellion against a niiuistor 
subseifuently deceased. Tins brave man came at the head 
of a largo army, drove away the Pindaris and the Mahrattas, and in 
a sliort timo restored peacc-aiid security to the State. 

But his success was only excited the jealousy of Gbous Mnbain- 
inad, the heir apparent to the Gaddi. This prince tried his best to get 
rid of the gallant soldier ; and when he ffiime to the throne on the deatli 
of tlifi N.iwab his father, he invited the Mahi^i^tas to occupy the country. 
Vizir Muhamioal now stepped forward as the s&nior of his native land, 
and expelled the ]\IahiMttas. From this time GUou\^uliammad gradii- 
ally sank into insignificance and the real power jiassed iHto the hands of 
Vizir Muhammad who assumed the olFice of miuifeter.

in return five districts in Malwa. Two ycilrs after tho conclusion of 
this treaty Nazzar Muhammad accidently died, leaving a daughter the 
Kudfiia renowned Sikandar Begain. His wife the Kudsia Begam, 

IJcj’am. daughter of Glious Muhammad, assumed the Goverumeiit 

in the name of her minor daughter. In 1835, Sikandar B'-gam was 
inairicd to her cousin Jehangir Muhammad Khan. This prince, aitihi- 
lious of power, raised a rebellion against bis mother-in-law, but ho was 
defeated and besieged in the Fort of Ashta. At last a iccouciliation 
was etfccted through the intervention of the British Government. 
,l«'han"ir Kud^ia Begam resigned her power aud her Bon-iu-la>v was 
Muhammad, installed as Nawab on tho 29th November 1837. Joliangir 
Muhammad died after a reign of six years, and his wife Sikandar 
Begam was appointed sole regent for their only daughter Shah Jeliau 
Begam.

A dowry of 
two krors of'Bnpees was settled on tbe bride. 

Her Highness Nawab Shah Jehan Begam came to Calcutta in 
December 1875, on the occasion of His Iloyal Highness the 
Prince of Wales’ visit to this country. She paid her icspccts 
to the Pulice at the grand reception of native princes, held 
at Government House ; and was visited by the prince in 
111 December of the following year she proceeded to Delhi to 
be presciit at tbe Grand Imperial Darbar. On this occasion she was 
acconipiiiiied by her liusband His Highness Nawab Alijuli Auiir-ul- 
luulk Sadik Husain, and her grandmother the Kudsia Begam wlio is still 
alo’c. JTis Highness Nawab Alijah Amir-ul-mulk Sadik Husain received 
a salute of 17 guns as a murk of personal hononr at the Delhi Darbar, 
held on tl>(‘ 1st January 1877.

Tills principality lies to the west of Indor. Its arga U 2,rtO(» 
square miles, population loOjOOO souls, and gross revenue aliout fight 
lakhs of llupees. The State maintains an army of 50 cavalry, 'I]'i 
infantry, 11 artillerymen, and six field guns. * • 

The Princes of Dhar belong to the family of Puar liajpuTs. l<hni 
grating from Mahva at a very remote jioriod, the Puar.s had settled ihoin- 
selves in the neighbourhood of Puna, and had acquired grt'flt cchdinty 
Aniiiid Itao Mahratta history. Anaiul RaoPuarl., son (»f S.un 

I’uar 1. i^aji, generally considered as the founder of tlie State, was a 
soldier of fortune in the service of the Pcislnva Baji PLao, and ic‘eei%<.‘d 
from him a grant of the jirovince of Dhar together with the adjoining

.Tfswantllao Jeswant Rao Puar I. who succeeded him na-' killed

Under his managements 
the tiaiiquility of tlie country was restored, the expenditure (Entailed, and 
the ruveimo raised from Rupees 20,000 a year to Rupees 2,G7,000. In 
1S21, Raja Ram Chandra Puar then only twelve years of age was married 
to UiipUKi ii'u, niece of Daolat Rao Sindhia. The distrilst of Dcktan 
was settled upon the bride, as a marriage dowry by her uncle. 

From tho time of its alliance with the British Government every 
thing v\ent*^ou smoothly at Dhar. But in 1832, an event happened 
\vlii<-h distur-bed the peace of the State. Uchet Rao, a descendant of 
an illegitimate son ftf Raja Jeswant Rao Puar, came forward to urge his 
j»i’f tciihioirn'to the throne. He was assisted by the Bhils, who com¬ 
mitted great ravages in the State. At last matters came to such a

Cl Ibis, illat^ the iiiterfcreneo of the British Government was found 
to 1)0 necessary. Uchet Rao was prevailed upon to withdraw Iiis 
(laiiins, and was allowed a pension of Rupees 2U0 per mensem during 
iito. 

Riijii Ram Chandra Puar died in 1833. As ho left no son, his 
widow Ml 'pted Malhar Rao Puar, a djgtant kinsman of tlie family thou 
ic->iding at Multan. This boy was installed on the throne under the 
.liswfint Kii) iiarne of Jeswant Rao Puar II. (April 1834^), with the 
I'uiir II. consent of the British Goverjiraent. Jeswant Rao Puar II. 
reigned twenty-four years. He died in ISo7, and was succeeded by his 
Aiiaial.'iliao balfbrotlicr Auunda Rao Puar HI., ahoy of 13 years of age. 
Puai 111. 1 11 tlie same year the Dhar army rebelled ami joined the Sepoy 

Mutinceis. As a punishment the State w’as confiscated by the Briti'^h 
Government. But it was subsequently restored in consideration of the 
minority of tlie Maharaja with the exception of the district of Bliairsia 
wliieh was made over to the Begam of Bhopal. The State, however, 
w’as retained under British management until the young Maharaja, 
sliould attain his majority, or until His IHghness should he found to bo 
coinjK*4ent to manage his own affairs. Aceoraj^ngly in ISGd, llis Higli- 
ucbs the Mahariij". was entrusted with the admyiistratioii of Goveni- 
meiit on condition that His Highness should ma^^tain the existing 
system of miiuagcment, and should introduce uo cliahgo without the 
coiicurrciico of the Governor Gonciars Agent. 
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Ill March 1876, His Highness Maharaja Anand Ilao Pnar Ilf. 
proceeded to Indor, to pay his respects to His Royal Higli- 
iioss the Prince of Wales, and was present at the Darh.ir 
'held by Ilia Highness the Maharaja of Hollcar in hon,i»ur of 
theh^’rince. Ilis Highness was also present at the Jinpc'rial^ 
Asscniblago, held at Delhi on the 1st January 1877, on account of tho 
n-^suniplion of the title “ Empress of India,” by Her Most^Cracious 
IMiijesty tJio Queen. On this grand occasion His Higlino^s received tlio 
title of Maharaja, and was created a Knight Commander of tlic Most 
Exalted Order of the Star of India. * • 

Ills Higlinoss the Maharaja is “ pleasant in all his relation!^ touder 
towards his ryots, and at all times willhig to contribute libci.illy to 
works of improvement, roads, &c., and works of charity.” * 

Ilis II igliness Maharaja Sir Anand Rao Puar, k. c. s. r, has been 
guaranteed the right of adoption.

Chapter V,—Dewas. 

This State has an area of 2,576 square miles, population l:'1, 8011 
soiils ; and revenue Rupees 6,02,8^0. 

The piincos of Dewas also belong to the Pinar Rajputs. Thiy are 
descended from Sagoji Puar, whose grandson Babaji Puar bad two .sons, 
Kuluji and Samba.ji who were distinguisIio<l military coiiiniaiidi'rs 
in *1110 Mahratta army in the service of Sivaji and his RucCl’S^or Slialui 
Raja. Sainhaji was generally de*sigiiated as the ancestor of the family 
TulcaiiT of Dhar. Kalu^ had two sons, Tukaji I., and Jiwaji, who 
nud Jiw.iji. came with tli^ first Baji Rao Peishwainto Malwa(l715-26), 
and gradually obtaiiw^d possession of Dewas, Sarangpur, Alot, Ilanicr- 
jmr, (Bundclkhafid), Kaudoba (Doab), and several other places.

Bhumia Hamir Singh, son 
of Moti Singh, by caste a Bhil, receives tankahs or allowances from the Maharajas 
of Sindhia, Holkar, and l)har for several districts and villages, and pays a certain 
amount of ti' (jute to the two former. He is answerable for robberies in a portion 
of the Dharampuri districts. His Highness Hamir Sengh is prosecuting his studies 
at the Residency Rajkumar College, Indor, and is now 2i years of age. 

V. JuMTi.—The Turvis hold a village from the Maharaja of Sindhia, yielding 
au annual income of Ra, 1,900, and they pay no tankabor uazzarana. 
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VI. ItltijaARH.—Bliumia Chain Singh, agcil 40 years, receives a small allowance 
from the Mahnraja of Holkar for Hashpitr He pays Hs. 101 to the Maharaja 
of Dhar for a village in Dharampuri, and receives from him Rs. 600 to protect a 
portion of that district from robberies. 

VII. SifiiiANi AND Bakhtqaeh,—T he Thaknra receive tankahs or alh^wances 
from the Maharajas of Sindhia, Holkar, and the British Government m accord¬ 
ance with an agreement made with them in 1826.

The princes of Tehri are Bundela Rajputs. They are 
Lihtory. said to have been descended from Ram Chandar, the king 
of Ayodliia(Oudh).

Vikramajit died in 1834, and bis son Dlniriu Pal 
having died before him without issue ; he was succeeded hy 
I'cj Singh, his brother TeJ Singh. This prince dii-d in 1K42 before 
SurjuD Singh, adopting Surjiin Singh, his cou-in’s son. At tiiis time, 
Tamil Raui, Tarrai Rani, widow of Dharm Pal preferred hei claims to 
adopt another successor to the State. The British Govern¬ 
ment acknow'ledged the adoption of Surjan Singh as Ins 
claims having been considered well founded by the neighbouring chiefs ; 
the Rani being only appointed to act as regent during the minority of 
the young Raja. Tarrai Rani, during her regency, prohibited Sati in 
1847, and rendcred» valuable assistance during the mutiny of

Tins State is famous for its sword hilts and spear-heads. Its area 
is 820 square miles; popula|Jpn 180,000 souls; and revenue Rupees 
10,00,000. The military force consists of 700 cavalry, 3,040 infantry, 
lOO gunners, and 97 guns. 

The chiefs of Dattia belong to the same stock as those of Urcha 
or Tehri. Dattia was separated from the principality of 
inwlM BrUish Tehri about the year 1735, and it came under the suzerainty 
liiolectiou. of the British Government after the treaty of Basseia 
Efto'Rfija (1802-3). On March 15,1804, a treaty of defensive alliance 
I'anclut. concluded with Eao Raja Parichit; the then ruler of 

the country. 

Soon after the deposition of Peiahwa in 1817, a tract of land on 
the east of tlie river Sindh was added to Dattia as a reward for the 
strong attachment of the Raja to the British Government, and a fresh 
treaty was accordingly made with him in 1818, Raja Parichit died in 
Bijai Baha- leaving previously adop^ted Bijai Bahadur, a foundling 

dur. ^ whose succession was recognised by the British Government 
in spite of all the oppositions made by Dewan Maddan Singh of Barowni. 

Bijai Bahadur died in 1857, and was succeeded by his adopted son, 
Bbowani Bhowftni Singh, the present Maharaja, This selection 
Siugh. wounded the heart of Urjun Singh, the illegitimate sou of 
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the la?e Uaja, who caused great disturbances being support< mI l^y the 
Rani regent, and for which account Uijun Singh was icnioved fioin 
Dattia. Shortly after “ a rebellion was raised by the Rani and her 
followers,’who^seized the fort of Seonda. The fort was rediieoil bv a 
Liitish force, the chief rebels were sentenced to imprisonineni foi' IjIc 
in the fort of Chunar, and the Rani was placed under close sm voilhinco. 
The claims of the Rarowni branch of the family to the snccfiiaiuu weu' 
again l^rought forward and rejected in 1861.”

On the British occupa¬ 
tion of Bundelkhand in 1808, he received a pension of three thousand Gohar Sbahi 
Rupees per month, until on adequate territcfrial provision could be assigned to 
him. *■ In 1807, be eventually received a sannad restoring to him a portion of his 
possessions. The pension was discontinued in Au^t 1808." At this time, the 
military adventurer Lachman Dawa who had seized the fort of Ajigarh and other 
possissioDs was compelled by the English to make them over to Bakht Singh, the 
riglitfhi heir. *

It 
miiiutaiiis an army of 51G cavahy, 3.078 infantry, IGG .artillerymen 
and d t guns. The iriegnlar I'mces consist of 5,073 feudal jaghirdars 
and other cavalry*; 1,5H5 Nngns, Minas, and other special bodies, and 
5,0i-'6 Tehbil seikAs, Najibs, ttc. In this State, there is an English 
Ili'-h School, nu Aiiglo-Jiidian institution, a Tcniacular College of 
Bcicncc, and 101 Yernaculiir Schools wuth 11,172 pupils. There are 
also in the State, two High Court judges, seven judges of Zilla 
Courts, IG Munsills, four division Subalis, and 94 magistrates, i, e., 
123 judicial ollicers in all.

f'hin Kilich reigniiii; family of Haidarabad was founded by Chin 

Khan, or^ Kijiclv Khan, who belonged to a respectable Turkish family. 

111 1713, Emperor Aurangzib appointed Chiu Kilich Khau 
who was a distinguished military oflicer as Soubadar or Viceroy of 
Dckhan, and was afterwards known by the title of Asaph Jah, or 
Nizam-ul-MulI?.* Asaph Jah remained for sometime at Delhi as 
prime minister, and finally returned to his own Government in the 
Dckhan. He was a man of such ability and valour, that even the 
Emperor feared him, and incited Mohariz Khan, the local Governor of 
Haidarabad to conspire against his life. Mobariz Khan, instead of 
beiitf: riccessful in his attempts, was slain by Asaph Jah in October 
1724 “ who wrote to congratulate the Emperor on the victory he had 
ohtaiiK'd over his master’s nominee, and forwarded witli the letter the 
nominee’s head! From that date Asaph Jah conducted himself as an 
independent prince.” Asaph Jah died in 1748, after having extended 
his territory “ fiom the Narhadda to Trichinapali, and from Masuli- 
patam to Bijapur.” 

He left behind him six sons and six daughters, of whom 
the second son Nazir Jang succeeded him, as the eldest son 
Ghazi-ud-(lin was then holding a high office at the Imperial Court of 
Muzaffar Gelhi. The claims of Nazir Jang were, however, disputed* 
by Muzaffar Jang, a son of the younger daugliter of Asaph

Jah, wh'o loved him so much, that he had nominated him as his suc¬ 
cessor. M. Dupleix, the Governor of the Freneli settlements espoused 
the cause of Mu'^affar Jang, who at first surrendered himself to Nazir 
Jang by whom he was immediately imprisoned. But after the murder 
of Niizir Jang l>y Pathan rebels, he was released with the aid of the 
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Treaty.

In February of the following year, w'hile Muzaffar Jang was on liis 
way to take possc.ssion of Haidarabad, he was treacherously murdered 
Salabat ‘ .1^7 1*^*® Nawabs of Kadapah, Karuul and Savanur.

Asaph Jail was placed in power by the French. This prince concluded 
a treaty with the English in 1759, by which he was bound 
to exclude the French from his dominions, and coded to 
the English Masulipatam with eight district-s, Nizapatam and the 
districts of Kondavir and Wakalmanuer as an enam or free gift. 
Salabat Jang only reigned for ten years, as in 1761 ho was deposed by 
Ins jmunger brother Nizam Ali, who had him muidered two 
years afterwards while he was in pi-ison. In 1765, Nizam 
Ali invaded Karnatilc, then under British protection,J>ut was driven 
back. The Nizam was making preparations for further war, but 
“ the Madras Govuniment, then labouring under pecuniary dilliculties, 
and alaimed ut the prospect of a war, deputed General Calliaud to 
Haidarabad to negotiate peace.’* A treaty of mutual all ance was 
concluded iu 1766, by virtue of which the Honorable East India C<im- 
pany despatched a corps of two battalions for the reduction of the fort 
of Bangiilor, then in the possesbion of Haidar Ali. Several other 
treaties were subsequently made and cancelled, on account of the 
Nizam’s having joined Haidar Ali in invading the Karnatik and desert¬ 
ing the British alliance. Lord Cornwallis, however, made a treaty of 
offensive and defensive alliance with the Nizam on 4th July 1790, at

with Tippu with the English, “ in the military operations that led to 
Saltan.

Sultan.” After the death of Tippu Sultan, the Nizam received districts 
yielding an annual revenue of Rupees 24,00,000, with two third* of the 
territories rejected by ^he Peishwa, but in 1800 all the teiritories thus 
acquired were ceded to the English in perpetuity to defray the expenses 
of the theq increased subsidiary force. Nizam Ali died in 180.*), leaving 
Sikandar eight sons by different wives, of whom the second Sikandar 
Jfth, Jjilj bucceeded him. At i4ie close of the Mahratta war, 
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this prince received in perpetuity all the territories which belonged to 
Maharaja Daolat Rao Sindhin, situated to the southward of the hills 
called the Adjunti Hills, including the fort and district of Jalanpur, the 
town and district of Gandapiir, and all other districts betv’^een that 
range S*f hills and the river Godaveri, b)- fclie partition treaty of Haida- 
rabad, dated 28th April 1804. In 1808, Mir Alim, the Nizam’s aide 
minister lUod, and was succeeded by Monir-ul-Mulk who being refrained 
from takuif any active part in the affairs of the State, left the manage¬ 
ment to Chaudu Lai a dependent of the Biitish. The Nizam rendered 
Assists services during the Pindari and Mahratta wars of 

the English 1817*; and after the overthrow of the Peishwa, he received 
(luring the 

Pindan, and a large increase of territory by the treaty of ]2th December 

Wahiatta 1822. Sikandar Jah was on tlie whole a prince fond of ease 
wars, ^ 

and luxury, and as he led a life of seclusion and took no 
interest in the aff.drs of the State, the people “ suffered much fiom 
the almost Irresponsible administration of Chandu Lai.” During the 
latter part of his reign such gross oppressions prevailed, that the State 
was taken under British management. The British officers employed 
in the different districts made a rapid improvement in the State, and 
releu&Ru it from debts, «fcc. 

Sikandar Jah died on May 24th, 1829, leaving the throne to liis 
eldest son Nazir-ud-Daula, who on his accession to the 
throne, “ requested that the diiect interference of Uie 
British Officers in the administration might be discontinued. The 
Nizam’s requc.st was complied with.” Nazir-nd-Daula, however, could 
not manage the State properly. The withdrawal of the Interference of 
the British Officers “ was immediately followed hy the leturn of disorder 
and misrule. Every Department of the Government became disorga¬ 
nised, and ihe credit of the State was so bad that bankers refused to 
grant loans, ’ At this time Chandu L<il j^'esigned the office of minister,* 
and tho^Nizam with the approval of the British Government, appointed 
Appoints Suruj-ul-Miilk, son of Monir-ul-Mulk as his minister in 

Salftriang 1843. Suruj-ul-Mulk died in 1853, and the Nizam with 
ter. permission of the British Government appointed his 

nephew Salar Jang as Ins minister.

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1*^ 1853, the debt of the State had increased to upwards of 
Rupees 45,00,000, and a new treaty was therefore concluded with tlie 
Nizjim, “ by which the BriLish Government agreed to maintain an auxi¬ 
liary force of not less than 5,000 infantry, 2,000 cavalry, and four field 
batteries of artillery ; and, to provide for its payment and for certain 
pensions and the interest on the debt, the Nizam ceded in trust districts 
jieding a gross revenue of fifty kkhs of Rupees, it being agreed that 
accounts should be annually rendered to the Nizam, and that *ny surplus 
revenue wliich might accrue should be paid to him. By this treaty the 
Nizam, while retaining the full use of the subsidiary force and contin¬ 
gent, was released from the obligation of furnishing a^arge force in time 
of war, and the contingent ceased to be jiart of the Nizam’s army, and 
became an auxiliary force kept up by the British Government for the 
Nizam’s use.”*

Government concluded a new treaty in December 1860 with the Nizam, 
“ by which the debt of fifty lakhs due by him to the British was can¬ 
celled ; and through cessions and exchanges of districts, the territories 
to be held by the British in trust were reduced to an area yiel^ilig 
Rupees 32,00,000, instead of one yielding Rupees 50,00,000, as had 
been specified in the treaty of 1853.” 

The Nizam had been created a Knight of the Star of India in 1861, 
and in tUs year he resolved to remove his prime minister from office on 
account of some misunderstanding with him, but by the influence of the 
British Government Sir Salar Jang was maintained in office, ijhich he 
still holds with great c};edit.

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Sir Saltir Ilis Highness the young Nizam was too ill wh^n TIis 
Jaug meets Royal Highness the Prince of Wales arrived at JBombay on 
of Wales at the 8th November 1875, and his representative Sir Salar 
Calcutta* daiig was therefore present at Bombay, as well as in .Calcutta, 

to meet His Royal Highness. Sir Jalar Jan|f attended the 
grand reception of native piinces held in both tliese places, and was 
present at the Grand Chapter of the Star of India, held at Calcutta on 
the Ist Jasfinary 1876. The Prince paid him return visits both at 
Bombay and Calcutta, and conversed with him in a friendly manner. 

His Highness the Nizam was, however, present at the Im- 
Nizam 8 pre* . ^ . 

seiice at the pcrial Assemblage, held at Delhi on the Ist January 1877. 
Delhi Daibar, Highness’ grandmother Dilawar-u-Nisa Begam, has 
been invested with the insignia of the Imperial Order 
of the Crown of India in 1878. The Nizam is an intelligent prince 
and is leceiviiig a good education under the superintendence of Cap¬ 
tain Cleik an English Otficer, but “ much of his time is still spent 
with his mother, Wadid-u-Nisa Begam, and with his grandmother, 
I)ilawar-u-Nisa Begam. While lie is thus cared for, his State is under 
the wise management of the great minister, Sir Salar Jang.”* Sir 
Salai Jang visited England in 1877, and was the guest of the Duke of 
Sutherland. He received the honorary degree of D. L. L. from the 
University of Oxford, and an address from the citizens of London as a 
mark of great honour and distinction. 

His Highness Sipah-Salar, Muzaffar-ul-Mumalik, Rustam-i-Dauran, 
AgUu-e-Zaman, Mir Matibub Ali Khan Bahadur, Fatheh Jang, Nizara- 
iid-DauIa, Nizam-ul-mulk, Asaf Jah, has judicial powers of life and 
death, and is entitled to a salute of 21 guns. His High¬ 
ness the Nizam is at present 13 years of age. 

Nawab Sir Salar Jaug Bahadur Muktiar-ul-mulk Snja-ud-Daula, 
O.C.S.I., and Nawab Amir-i-Kabir Shams-ul-Umra Bahadur ; the two 
able ministers of the State are entitled to a salute of 17 guns, which 
they received at the Imperial Assemblage, held at Delhi on the 1st 
January 1877, as a maik of personal distinction.

Oliam Eaj, the Bald, was followed^ 
by two or three princes : of whom the last Eaj Wadiar was 
Kaj \va lar. ^ considerable ability, who greatly extended the 

limits of Maisur, conquered the I'ort of Kambala and the city of Seriii- 
gapatam “ originally called Siri Eanga Pattan, or the city of the holy 
Kanga, and which had long been the seat of the expelled sovereign of

Imadi was poi¬ 
soned by his ministei-, and was succeeded by Ranadhira 
Kantirai Narsa Raj who was as warlike as his predecessors, 
being possessed of a chivahuus spirit, anc^ extraordinary 
He slew in single combat a celebrated champion at the Court 
of Trichiuopali, repulsed the king of Bijapur who beseiged Seringa- 
patam, gained a great victory over tlie Raja of Magri, extended his domi¬ 
nions towards Vizianagar and ]\ladura, and established a mint atSeringa- 
patam. Ho died in 1C5.9, and was succeedod by his adopted son 
Dodda Dediia* Devaraj. This prince also enlarged liis dominions 
Devaraj. absorption of some petty States, drove away the 

Raja of Bednur, who invaded his territory, and defeated the Naik of 
Madura. 

Chicka \le died in 1072, and was succeeded by Chickaf Devaraj 

Devarnj. added 13 districts to his territories, and obtained the 

title of Raja from the Emperor Anrangzib. An ivory throne was also 
presented to him by the Emperor, about wliieJi Colonel Wilks informs 
us, that "it is the same, winch in the year 1799, was found in a lumber 
room 01 Tippu Sultan's palace, was employed in the installation of the 
present Raja, and is always used by him on occasions of public cere¬ 
mony.” Chicka Devaraj was also recognised by Aurangzib "as a 
sovereign prinefe independent of all but the Moghal.” Ue died in 
Kantirava 1704, and was succeeded by Kantvrava Maharaj, who was 
Maharaj. dumb, and did not at all possess the power of 

administering tho country like his predecessors. 

Dodda Kantirava died in 1713, and was succeeded by Dodda 

Kiistnaraj Kristiiaraj. This prince was an imbecile who left tho 
whole power of the State in the hands of his ministers of whom 
Deva Raj, and his consm Nanja Rnj^ I., were the most influential 
who allowed him “ to enjoy the empty pageantry of power, con¬ 
tenting themselves with its practical exercise.” He after an in-

Haidar Ah. Nanja Baj II. employed Haidar Sahib, or Haidar Ali then 
thirty years of age a.s one of his soldiers. 

Haidar Ali was the sou of Fattoh Muhammad, and the grandson 
of Muhammad Bhelol who originally came from tho Panjab and 
founded a small mosque near Haidarabad. 

In 1755, Salabat Jang, Soubadar of Dckhan, with the aid of a 
French army under the command of Bussy, attacked Seringapa 
and Deva Raj was compelled to make peace on payment of a large sum 
of Rupees 56,00,000. Nanja Baj II. was, on the other hand, forced to 
give up a portion of the territory of Maisur, when the M ahrattas at¬ 
tacked Seringapatam in. 1757. At this time a disagreement took place

During tho distractions at the Puna Court, Haidar 
recovered most of the territories which had been wrested from him by 
the Mahrattas, but ho never forgave the English for refusing him

On ilio outbreak of the second war wntli Tippu, the armies of the 
British Government, and the Nizam marched against him, and the war 
was terminated by the capture of Seringapatam, and the 
Death. death of Tippu Sultan who fell bravely defending the fort, 
on the 4th May 1799. ■ 

At the conclusion of this war, the conquered territories were 
divided between tlic British Government, and the Nizam. I'lio terri¬ 
tories offered to the Peishwa were rejected, ami subsequently shared 
between the British Government and the Nizam. A considerable por-

' tion of the territory then yielding 13,74,070 Pagodas wore assigned to 
Kristna Eaj Kristna Rnj Wadiar, the last recognized descendant of the 
Wadiar. Hindu house of Maisur, by setting aside the family of Tippu, 
whose descendants were first removed to Yelloro, and then to Calcutta. 

Thejroimg prince Kristna Raj Wadiar, son of Chama Raj, was 
only six years old, when Lord Wellesley found him in a wretched hovel 
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with his mother and relations. The British Government apjjjiointetl 
Purnia an able Brahman minister to administer the affairs of the State 
during tho Maharaja’s minority. Purnia, resigned his office in 1812, 
leaving in the Treasury a surplus sum of seventy-five lak^s of'Pagodas 
or two krors of llupees, and in this year the Maharaja assumed the full 
administration of Government. He being too fond of pleasure and 
luxury, boou “ dissipated all the treasure acquired by the Bewan and 
involved l^iEmsell deejdy in debt.” The Maharaja by the continued 
course of misgovernment forced his subjects to break into open revolt, 
and the British Government therefore deemed it necessary to interfere 
in 1831, with d view to save the State from anarchy. From tliat time, 
Maisur was governed by British Officers on behalf of the Maharaja, 
until his death. 

Maliar.aja Kristna Ilaj Wadiar who was invested with the insignia 
of ttio Most Exalted Order of the Star of India died in 
1808, and was succeeded by his adopted son Chamrajeudra 
Wadiar, the present chief. 

His Highness the j^onng Maharaja met His Eoyal High¬ 
ness the Prince of Wales at Bombay on the 8th November 
1875. Tlie Prince sbouk hands with him, and received him 
with cordiality at the grand reception of native princes 
held on the following day. The Maharaja’s noble and amiable appear¬ 
ance attracted the eyes of those who were present on the occasion, and 
tho Prince seemed pleased to see him. On the 10th November 1875, 
-l^jy^j^oyal Highness the Prince of Wales paid him a return visit. The 
Maharaja was present at the Imperial Assemblage, held at Delhi 
on the 1st January 1877, and was warmly received by His Excellency 
Lord Lyttrm, the Vicei'oy and Governor General. 

Owing to the minority of the Maharaja, the State is still adminis¬ 
tered by the British Government, but in 1880 His Highness will attain 
his majority. Colonel Malleson, who was for a few years Tutor and 
Guardian to the Maharaja remarks, that “ H^s Highness is being 
tauglit all, With the exception of Latin and Greek, which wonld be 
taught in an English School.

The revenue is Rupees 53,50,000, and the tribute is Rupees 8,00,OOCS-4E1«P^ 
army consists of 1,680 infantry, 30 artillerymen, and four guns. 

Early early history of Travancor is involved in obscurity, 

history. According to tradition, the country was first reclaimed from 
the sea by the powerful saint Sri Paras llama, and inhabited by 
Namburis or a class of aborigyial Brahmans, who invited the Kshatriya 
chiefs to come and govern the country. Hence, it “ has aiwjjys been 
under Hindu rule and j^overned by Hindu laws.” 

Mastanda Px'ior to the succession’of Raja Masfcanda Varma to the 

Varma. Ihrono of Travancor in 1740, the territory was divided into 

• * 

a large number of petty principalities, whose chiefs were coiibtautly 
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engaged in disputes with their neighbours for superiority and in|?epen- 
dence. During the course of eighteen years Raja Mastanda was highly 
successful in subduing many of the petty chiefs by the aid of a body 
of troojis well disciplined and directed by DeLanoy a Fiendish Officer. 

, Mastanda Varma died in 1758, and was succeeded by 
Vanji r>ala .. , . 

I’urunifil. Vanji Bala Peruraal, who by the continued assistance of 

DeLanoy eo.npletod the task of subduing the remaining chiefs and reduc¬ 
ing them uftdcr his power. Raja Vanji Bala Pei'umal was found to be 
!i good firm ally of the British during the wars with Tippu Sultan and 
his father Haidar Ali ; and in 1784, the Honorable East India Com¬ 
pany included him in the treaty made between them and 
Tippu Sultan. “ In 1788, when threatened by Tippu Sultan, 
the Raja entered into an agreement to allow two battalions of sepoys 
to be stationed on his frontier. In 1789, Tijipu Sultan attacked the 
Raja, forced the lines which had been erected for the defence of the country 
on its northern frontier towards Kochin, ovoiTunniiig and cruelly devas¬ 
tating the Trav.incor territory. In consequence of this attack on one 
War with allies, tlie British Government declared war with 

Tippu. Tippu; and on the conclusion of peace in 1792, Tippu was 
Peace. compelled to restore all that ho had wrested from the Raja 
uf Travaneor.” A commercial treaty was concluded with the Raja on 
the 28th January 1793, to supply pepper to the British Government 
in lieu of arms and miscellaneous European articles and by the treaty 
of 1795, the Raja bound himself “ to pay an annual subsidy adequate to 
three battalions of sepoys together with a company of European 
artillery and two compaiiiej, of lascars, to bo always stationed (if the 
Raja desired it), in his country or on the frontiers near it, or in any other 
part within the Company’s possessions where he should prefer.” 

Raja Vanji Bala Perumal died in 1799, and was sncceed-

Perumal. cd by Raja Rama Varma Jrerumal. During the reign of 

this priiiee the treaty of 1795, was revised on the 2iul May 1805, wliich 
“ in fact, reduced Travaneor to the position of a dependent and protec¬ 
ted State.” 

Labchmi Rama Varma Perumal died in 1811, avd* was sue- 

haul. cecded by Latchmi Rani, until a male heir shuuld be born 
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to liei’in accortl.'ince to the very peculiar custom and laws which gov¬ 
ern ihe succession to tlic State of Travancor. “The descent, aceonling 
Law of tlic usages of thcNairs of the Western Coast, is in tho 

inheritance, .female hue. Tims on the dcaili of a Raja tho soveivigiity 

passes, not to liis sons, who can in no ,case inherit, but to his uterine 
hrothors, if he has an 3 \ Failing these, or on their demise, il passes lo 
his sisters’ eon.s, or to his sistens’ daughters’ sous, and so on. Hinice it 
follrtws that tho only adoptions which are jurformed liy tiic Rajas of 
Travancor are, not of males to supply the pl.ice of sons of their own 
l)ody, hut of females tlirough whom the line must be continued Any 
failure in the direct female descent rorjuircs the selectioif ami ndojition 
of two or more females from tho immediate relatives of tlic family who 
lOside at certain places in Travancor. Tlic females .so adojitcd aio 
de.signaied the Tumlirattis or Rams of AUing.i,* and liy the laws and 
usages of Travancor aie .a.ssigued a distingui.slied rank as alone entitled 
to give heirs to the State, and enjoy many import.uit itrivilegos.” 

Her son Latchmi llani delivered a son on the l8th Ajiril 1813, 

and ill the following 3 'ear she died leaiiiig the throne lo 
her infant son under the regency of hor sister and the counsels of <ho 
British Resident. Tlio young Raja having attained his majonty in 
Mirtanda 1829, Was formally installed on the Gaddi, lie dmd in 

^.llma. ] 84G, leaving the throne to his hi other Martaiula Varma. 

On the death of this prince, the State devolved u[>ou his 
second nejdiew Rama A’^arina, the present Maharaja. 

His Highness the Maharaja,who is a highly edvicated, 
plished and travelled Piince, i.s one of tho ablest and best ruler.s in India. 
Jle speaks English ilhently and correctly, and carries on an extensive 
correspondence in that language. In addition to his own tongue,-— 
Mi^layalim,—he can speak Hindi, Mahratti, Tamil, and 'Jelngn. His 
Highness has, moreover, a reline-'d and cultivated taste in liteiatiirc and

Tkk principality of Kochin lies immediately to the south of Mala¬ 
bar. It has an area of 1,361 square miles, and^a population of 598,353 
souls. The revenue is estimated at Rupees 13,08,514. The tribute 
is Rupees 2,00,000. The army consists of 300 infanf^ry and three 
guns. 
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Tfle ruling family of Kochia belong to the pure ohettiar race. 
Early They arc said to have been descended from Cheruman 
history. Perimial, the last of the potentates who in the early part of 
the ninth .century, established an independent sovereignty over the whole 
compass of teAtory extending from Gokuru in North Kanara to^Cape 
Kumari. Colonel Malleson informs ns, that “ it is difficult to trace 
their history back to a period so remote. There are, however, authentic 
records to show that the Rajas succumbed at an early period to tlio 
Portuguese, who built a fort at Kochin. In IG62 the fort an<^ town 
yielded to an attack made upon them by the Dutch, under whose man¬ 
agement the town of Kochin attained a high degree 'of prosperity. 
The Dutch made no attempt to conquer the remainder of the 
country, but left the Raja there to reign supremo. Here, in 1759, the 
Ilaja was attacked by the Zamorin of Malabar ; but he in his turn was 
expelled by the Raja of Travancor, to whom, as a rewai*ft for his assist¬ 
ance, the Raja of Kochin transferred a portion of his territories. 

Kochin preserved her independence till the year 177G, 
Conquest by when the country was conquered by Haidar AU. Haidar 
contented himself with exacting a tribute from the Raja, 
who continued in a state of dependence to him and his son Tippu till 
the breaking out of the war of 1790." 

In 1792, Tippu Sultan ceded all claims upon Kochiu to tlicEnglish, 
and the Honorable East India Company conceded the full sovereignty 
to Raja Verulam Tumbarutn with whom a treaty was con-

lumTumba- eluded in the preceding year, by which ho had 
to pay an annual subsidy of Rupees 1,00,000. 

In 1809, the minister of Kochin with the aid of the minister of 
Travancor suddenly accumulated troops, and attacked the English. This 
insurrection, however, was immediately suppressed, and a new treaty was 
treaty. concluded with the Jiaja by which ho bound himself to pay an 
annual sum of Arcot Rupees 1,76,037, t. c.. Company’s Rupees 2*76,037, 


in six equal instalments, to cover the expense of maintaining a subsi¬ 
diary force, of a battalion of native infantry. It was subsequently 
reducc4i^to. Rupees 2,00,000, at which sum the tribute of Kochin now- 
stands, ' • 
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Rajjt Rtivi Virma, wlio sncceodetl to power on tIie*doath 
of Ills brotl’.er in 1853, made several improvements in the 
country. ITo died in 18G1, and was succeeded by Kama 
Virma, the present Raj.i, who has been invested, with the 
insignTa of a Knight Commander of the Most Exalted Order of the 
Star of iTidia. 

ILs Highness Raja Sir Kama Virma, k.c.s.i., is a good Sanskrit 
scholar, ai^l an able ruler who administers the affairs of the State on 
prineigles based on the English model. His Highness with the assist¬ 
ance of his prime minister Istakanfc Shantoni Menon, c.s.i., has made 
considerable improvements in the various departments into wliich the 
State is divided, such as, Military, Judicial, h'iiianeial, Land Revenue, 
Public Works, Medical, Education, &c. 

The Raja met Jlis Royal Highness the Prince of Wales 
atliie Railway Station at Madras, on the jOth December 1875, 
and was present at the levee held there to pay his respects 
to the Prince who gave him attar and shook hands. 

His Highness the Raja, aged 4i4i years, has judicial powers of life 
and death, and is entitled^ to a salute of 17 guns. The 
right of adoption has also been guaranteed to him.

Tub Kassia Ilill States arc twenty-five in number, of whicli the 
five principal Q^tes, viz, Chira Pnnji, Khairira, Nasting, Sangri, and 
Naspang, are called tlic semi-independent States, wliose chiefs “ exerci.so 
civil and criininal jurisdiction over their own people in all matters 
pertaining exclusively to them. With exce]ition of Chira Punji and 
Khaii’im, the British Government lias no formal agreement with the 
cliieP of any of these fiv^e States, but the chiefs have alwa 3 ’s been 
rcfpiired to deliver up criminal refugees, and to obey all the mandates 
of the British Government, and it lias been the invariable practice to 
treat them all in the same manner as the Chira Raja is treated." 

The • remaining twenty States are Nangklow, Molim, Marriao, 
Ramri and Mowli, Cheyla, Dowan-ah Naturmen, Mowseuram, Mowdau 
Alahram, Mallui Chammnt, Bhavval, Sinai Punji, Lengkhan 
Punji, Mowyang, Nabo Soplio, Jirang, Syung, Moflong Punji, Mow- 
long Punji, and Laiksom Punji. These petty States are commonly 
known as the “ Dependent States," of which Nangklow and Molim are 
the principal ones.

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TJio principality of Kuch Behar came under British protection 
Durrindcr its minor chief Raja Durrindcr Narain, by race a 

Naram. Rajbangshi, was imprisoned by the Bhutias (1772). Raja 
Durrindcr .Narain applied to the British Government for aid tiirough 
his minister Nazir Deo promising to pay half his revenue to the Honor' 
able East India Company. The British Government agreed to the 
proposals and expelled the Bhutias from the country. A 
Treivty. treaty was also concluded on the 5th A[)ril 177^1, by which 
the Raja “ agreed to acknowdodge subjection to the British Government, 
allow Kuch Behar to be annexed to Bengal, defray Ijlie expense-, ol the 
operations against the Bhutias, and make over half of his annual 
revenues.” In 1780, Raja Durrindcr Narain died and was succeeded 
Dhnjiudcr father Dliujindcr Naiain, who had been taken pri- 

Naram. Boner by the Bhutias on account of bis having killed his 
brother, but who had been liberated in accordance to the treaty made 
with the Deb Raja of Bhutan on the 25th April 177-1. 

Raja Dhujmder Narain was succeeded by his infant son, 
Harindar Narain in 1783. This prince died after a long 
reign of 56 years in 1839, leaving the throne to his fcon, 
Sibiiider Narain, who, in 1817, was succeeded by hi,s 
nephew’ and adopted son, Nariudra Narain. Raja Narindra 
Narain died after a reign of 10 years in August 1803, and 
was succeeded by his son Nnpendra Narain, the present 
chief. 

Ills Highness Raja Nripendra Narain Bhup Bahadur '5?8ts tiie 
only prince from Bengal who was present at the Imperial Assemblage, 
held at Delhi on the 1st January 1877. The Raja received a good 
education at the Patna College, and has made considerable progress 
under the care of an English Tutor. His Highness married* on the 
’ 6th March 1878, the eldest daughter of Babu Keshub Cbunder Sen, the 
leader of the progressive Brahmos of Calcutta. • 

* ‘* Tlic principal event ot the year was the marriage of the Ilaja to tlie 
daughter of Babu Keshub Chumlcr Sen, the leader ot the Brahmo Somaj. Tho 
marriage was celebrated on the 6th March 1878, at the Raj Ban lu Kuch Behar, 
in the presftu^e of a large assemblage composed of Natives and Europeans. Some 
diC&culty was experienced in reconciling the Hindu and Brahmu ecicmoniul

The Maharaja alho oponed twelve Patlnshalas ui the 
Mufussil, and at the same time placed a snfficicut sum at the disposal of the 
District Committee of Public lustruction, Cuttack, to give four monthly scholar¬ 
ships, two of Rupees 10 each, and two of Rupees 5 each, to the studenta^f the 
Cattack High School. At the cxpcusc of the Maliaraja several embankments 
were constructed for irrigating purposes throughout hia Kill.ah. Tho Ivlaharajii, xu 
fact was considered as the patron of Iiuluin erudilion in Orissa, .and it was he 
who induced tho wild tribe of Patuahs to wear clothes (who had been heretofore 
roving in the jungles naked and had the stiongest prejudice against the use of 
clothes) by distributing for the first time several pieces of dhutm and sarii<s to 
thousands and thousands of them out of his own purse. 

Maharaja Bhagirathi Mohindro Bahadur died at the advanced age oi 66 
years on the 5th February 1877, and was succeeded by his adopted sou Jubaraja 
Dinobandhu, the present chief. Jubarnja Dinobnnlhii Mohindro B.ahadur is now 
a minor, ag5d*12 years only, and the State is therefore under the management of 
the British Government.

Chapter I.—Rampur. 

This State has an area of 945 sfiuuie miles, and a population of 
507,0];! .'loiils. Revenue Rupees 14,00,400. The .anny consists of 
28 guns, 315 artillery, 505 cavalry, and 977 iiifuiitry, besides 1,023 
men for jiolice. 

Tho two Afghan hrothers Shah Alam and Husain Khan emi¬ 
grated to India, and originally settled in Rohilkh.ind where the family 
rose to some disiinctinn in the tune of Daud Khan, tho 
son of the former ; Avho about the beginning of the eight¬ 
eenth century “distinguished himself in the Mahratta wars andlitceiTed 
a grant of land near Budaon.’' 

Daud Khan was succeeded by his adopted son Ali Mu¬ 
hammad Khan. This prince received a grant of the greater 
part of Rohilkhund together with the title of Nawab from 
the Emperor of Delhi, in irecognition of his services against tho Bara 
Syeds, but having unfortunately offended the Subadar of Oa§h, he was 
afterwards compelled by Muhammad Shah, the king of Delhi “ to relin¬ 
quish his territory and to deliver two of his sons as hostages.” Shortly 
after, wlien the Subadar of Oudh was engaged with the whole of the 
Imperial forces in repelling the invasion of Ahmed Shah Duraiii; Ali

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Mnliamiiiad Khan taking advantage of this occurrence passes? into 
Kohilkhund and recovered Iiis territory. 

Prior to his deatli, he made a disposition in favour of his six sons, 
and appointed liLS brotlier Hafiz Rahmat Khan and his unc^e Pudi Khan 
(the cousin of his father Baud Khan) as guardians till the release of 
his two elder sons and the majority of his other infant sons. The two 
Faimilla elder sons were soon after released, and the guardians placed 
Khan. ^Faizulla Klian in the jaghir of Rampur Katra, yieldingran 
annual revenue of Rupees 6,00,000. Hafiz Rahmat Khan was slain at 
the battle of Katra, while engaged in “ defending Rohilkhund against 
the Knglish, (Kscreditably allied with the Nawab Wuzir of Oudh in 
pressing an unjust claim for indemnity charged on account of the Rohilla 
chief’s failure to help in paying off the Mahrattas, at a time when he 


was deserted by his Birdars.”

by his brother Gholam Muhammad Khan, who usurped the 
jaghir; but the Nawab Wuzir of Oudh advocated the cause of Ahmed 
Ali, the infant son of Muhammad Ali Khan, by asking assistance from 
Defeated hy English. Gholam Muhammad Khan was completely 
iVeEtigli&'i. defeated by the English in the battle fought near Bareilly.

Chapter II.—Benares. 


The family possessions of the Raja of Benaies con.sist if the Par- 
gannas of Kanvar Raja iii the Benares Distiict, and Gangapiir and 
Bhadoli lu the district of Mirzapiir. Tlieir area is *jy,5 srprare miles. 
Population 392,415 souls. The gioss rental is Rupees 8,00,000, out 
of which Rupees 2,08,600 is paid as revenue to tin; British Government.. 
Munsaltam founder of this family was a zarnindar, named Mnnsa 

the fuuiiiler. Ram, who occupied the ancient city of Tataria, and acquired 
in 19 years districts yielding a gross revenue of Rupees 24,50,000, through 
the favour of the Governor of Benares. Munsa Ram, who was by caste a 
Balwant Gautami_Brahman,died in 1739,and was succeeded by his son 
Siuyh. Balwant Biugh, who stiongly fortified Utaria and changed 
its name to Gaugapur. Raja Balwant Singh on presenting a nazzarana 
of Fiupecs 21,770, to the Enyieror of Dtdhi obtained possession of the 
disUicts of Jannpur, Benares, and Chiinar with the title of Raja Baha¬ 
dur, but subsequently “ he extended his semi-independent power over 


an extensive tract, including nearly all the present district of Ghazi- 
pur.’' He increased the revenuo from Rupees 24,50,000, to Rupees 
35,00,000. 
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111 176n, Raja Balwant Singli, joined the Emperor Shah^Alam 
and Shujah-o-Dowla wljen they marched against the Eng]ish to expel 
them from Bengal, but after the battle of Baxiir the Raja witli the 
Emperor joined the British Camp. Raja Balwant Singh died.in 1770, 
dieit succeeded by Raj a Clieit Singh. In '775, a treaty 

Siugli. concluded with the JSfawab of Oiidh, by which tlie 

sovereignty of the districts dependent upon Raja Olieit Singh were 
tiansforred/jO the British; hut ilie Briti-h Government continued tlioin 
to the Baja on condition that a lixcJ rent should be paid, and that 
the sovereign privilege of coining money should not bo exercised. 
Subsequently, *on Cheit Singh manifesting reluctance to meet the 
demands of the Biitisb Government in respect of a contribution for a 
contingent force, and being susi»ected of secret disatfcction, lie ■wa.s 
jilaced under arrest in bis own bouse by order of Wiinvii Hasting;' ; 
Muliip 'being rescued by his troops, he fled, and his nephew, 

Naram. Raja Mahip Narain was installed in his jibice, on coiidiLion 
of paying a rent of_llu}K*cs 40,00,000, for his land, and leaving the 
criminal {idniimstration of the province and the criminal and civil ad- 
raini’ti.'iliou of the city of Benares to the British iiutliorities.”*

The chiefs of Garhwal governed the countries, situated on both 
sides of the rivej* Ahiknanda for many g<‘uerations, but iu 
1804 Raja Pradyamu was expelled by the^ Gurkhas. Ilis 
son Sudarson Sah who fled to Dehra, was found in extreme 
poverty by the British authorities on the termination of 
the Nepal War in 1815, and the portion of liis territory wh oJi lay to 
the west of the river Alaknanda was restored to him by sannad, dated 
4th March 1820. 

Raja Sudarsou Sah rendered distinguished services during 
tlio EnEflicli the mutiny of 1857. IIo died in Jiiiit' j^^59, and was suc- 
ttmtiny.*^^” ceeded by his eldest illegitimate son Bhawani Sah, who 
icceived the right of adoption. 

Raja Bhowani Sah wag succeeded by Pratap Siih, the 
PratapSah. present chief. Since the succossiou of Ilis Highness Raja 
Pratap Sail, several reforms have been made in the State 
under the able management of the Honorable Major General 
Sir Henry Ramsay, cn., k.o.s.i.. Commissioner of Kumaon 
and Garhwal. Hit' Highness has established an English 
School in Tehri at an annual cost of upwards of Rupges 1,000» 
in addition to tlie several Hindu Patshalas which were established long 
ago in Tehri as well as in its adjoining villages. The Raja has sanc¬ 
tioned an. fi#Mitional expenditure of Rupees 600 per annum towards
